Indeed it may be here not inappropriately observed that a cause 
of the large existing number of lunatics in Ireland can be traced 
to a greater longevity from an improved treatment of mental dis- 
eases generally, and tlic quietude of life enjoyed in district asylums 

During the year under consideration no new institution lias 
been opened, neither has any been enlarged. The accommo- 
dation however all through, from a constant increase of admis- 
sions, has become much circumscribed even in the most spacious 
amongst them, so much so that in some districts extra provision 
is necessary to meet pressing requirements ; the tendency now- 
adays being to send patients to District Asylums, if there be any 
excuse whatever for doing so, no matter how hopeless or indefinite 
the symptoms of the disease may be ; the bed-ridden, aged, and 
infirm alike, and even children when troublesome, noisy,' difficult 
of control or idiotic are constantly drafted off to District Asylums 
as dangerous. What is even still worse, it occasionally happens that 
persons in a state of extreme physical exhaustion or actually dying, 
are committed upon the strength of magisterial warrants, females 
alike with males. 

Another circumstance to be noted in connexion with per- 
sons thus committed is that they are sometimes conveyed by 
a police escort to the asylums, distances, in certain instances, as 
great as sixty miles. This peculiar practice would not be so veiy 
objectionable if a commensurate utility was derivable therefrom, 
but we have reason to believe the powers vested in Justices of the 
Peace by the statute are abused, perhaps thoughtlessly, however 
one thing is certain that a mere compliance with legal forms 
on their part has had an unsatisfactory effect in overcrowd- 
ing the District Asylums, and to such an extent that it Inis at 
length become incumbent on us in the interest of those for whom 
such costly institutions are intended and have been erected, to 
endeavour,, as far as lies in our power, to check a continuance 
of the existing system. Formerly, when, as a rule, patients 
were admitted by Governors, a power was also possessed by them 
which had a tendency to counteract abuse, making it obligatory 
m families to remove patients when deemed advisable, they 
haying before them . the history of the individuals themselves, 
their parentage, position in life, place of residence,, and every 
other useful, information bearing upon or affording elucidation 
of the specific form of the patient’s malady, so that under this 
system there could be no reasonable, apprehension of an unfair or 
hasty decision being arrived at which might lead to any evil 
consequences. It is very different under the system of magistrates’ 
warrants, these documents having frequently shown that they 
were signed without the justices having had any personal know- 
ledge of, or even inspected, the parties committed, who thus became 
fixtures on the public rates, still worse, occupying room that could 
be so much better reserved for curable, violent, and urgent cases. 

Undoubtedly the Medical Charities of Ireland as an institution 
at large are unsurpassed, probably not equalled in any other 
country; but its adaptation in detail to the exigencies of the 
population admits of improvement, certainly as regards the in- 
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Private Lunatic Asylums hi Ireland. 1 

■ane poor who, instead of being placed with reference to two isrnonre- 
distinct classes, are at present alike located in the same in- T0RI - 
stitutions the incurable, hopelessly demented, idiots, and epilep- 
tics constituting a large per-centage of inmates in establishments 
more properly intended for curable and acute cases, A double 
disadvantage arises herefrom, with an overcrowding of asylums 
a heavier expenditure is incurred without proportional benefits— an 
expenditure too, progressively advancing. 

Besides the 7,140 patients already referred to as tenanting Dis- 
trict Asylums, in Poorhouses there are no less than 2,906 mentally 
affected The cost of maintenance of lunatics in asylums may be 
set down one year with another at £23, that of pauper-lunatics in 
unions at £11. In England, but particularly in London and. the 
metropolitan counties a similar stateof things existed, which, within 
the last few years, has been materially obviated by the erection ox 
intermediate institutions, between asyl urns and union workhouses intermediate 
into which a large per-eentage of hopeless cases find admission ; at A '5’ mm - 
the same time, ho wov'er, though with a lesser number of attendants, 
a less expensive staff, and an organization not so complex in de- 
tail, the wants and comforts as well as the moral and physical 
treatment of the inmates, arc peculiarly attended to in a manner 
which would totally disassociate them lrom the same category as 
the ordinary poor in union workhouses. Indeed, so far back .as Extracts tom 
the year 1858, we, in our Report for that. year, advocated the Ee[mrt 
establishment of a system which is now in efficient working 
order in the sister country, as the following extract from that 
Report will make manifest : — 

“ Taking a broad view of lunatic accommodation, it is obvious foi 
many reasons that tlio most suitable place for every demented person, 
lunatic or idiot, harmless or otherwise, is an institution specially devoted 
to the care of the insane, under the superintendence and management ot 
experienced officers and attendants, who are practically acquainted, wi i 
the treatment of mental disease in every form, and directed and controlled 
by that department of the public service to which the supervision ot an 
matters relating to such establishments properly belongs, and we regard 
the question as deserving tho consideration of the Executive, namely, 
whether the time may not have arrived for making provision tor tlio 
complete separation of tho insane poor of every class from the sane 
portion of the community ; and which whilst effecting 3. moia c y 
towards the latter would insure for the insane poor, idiotic or lmbecilB, 
more care and comfort than they can possibly have in ordmaij TO. - 
houses. We feel that objection to a change may be advanced on hnanciiu 
grounds, and that it may be argued considering the extremely low position 
which particularly the idiotic occupy in the human family, bo so J 
and mentally, that they are comfortably circumstanced and su ci y 
well cared for at present. 

“ Another and most desirable object would be obtained by this measure 
inasmuch as all the chronic and incurable cases which ave , 
many years accumulating, and at present take up a grea c ea 
able room in the several district asylums, that could otherwis , 
beneficially devoted- to recent and acute cases, might be remov 
auxiliary buildings, by which means a twofold advantage v 
gained, vis,; — the provision of proper accommodation or 
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Istroiujc- question, tlio disembarrassment of tlio present bouses from all but 
ro tty. inmates suffering from recent and acute affection, or those whose maladv 

afforded reasonable hope of an ultimate recovery, thus leaving them free 

to exercise their proper and legitimate functions of hospitals for the core 
of insanity, instead of being mere receptacles for the safe-keepmn and 
maintenance of chronic cases. " 

The advocacy of tire system expressed in the preceding extracts 
was first undertaken in our Eighth Report, but as the question of 
inadequate accommodation grew to be one of more pressing im- 
portance from month to month, we adverted to it avain & In 
view of the much enlarged accommodation and the great numeri- 
cal increase in insanity which in the intervening 16 years has 
been developed, we are now enabled to see the more fully that 
the course then suggested was the soundest and most judicious 
we could have recommended. At this point, and under existing 
circumstances, we deem it opportune to reproduce the foregomS 
remarks. 

General We shall now give a resume of the operations of District 

Ptetriet 8 ' Asylums during the past twelvemonth, the results of which 

Asylums. have been on the whole satisfactory as regards the amount 

of cures and the paucity of deaths in these institutions, 
thereby presenting a very favourable contrast with the same 
condition of affair's in other countries. Upon the 1st January, 
1872, tlio lunatics remaining in District Asylums amounted to 
0,962 — 3,700 males and 3,232 females. The admissions during 
the year wero 1,167 males and 978 females, total 2,105 — conse- 
quently, as already s tated, 9,157 wero under treatment during the 
year; of these 528 males and 540 females (total 1,008) were dis- 
charged recovered ; 104 males and 111 females (total 215) were 
discharged improved, 42 males and 39 females (total 81) were 
discharged unimproved or incurable, and handed over to their 
families. The recoveries, if tested by admissions, are fully 50 per 
cent, on them, while if judged by tlio number under treatment 
during the year, including all varieties of the disease, chronic, in- 
curable, and recent, taking into the calculation the convalescent 
or improved — namely, 215, which perhaps is tlio more correct 
principle, the amount would be somewhat about 14£ per cent. 
Curas. This result indicates bond jute, so far, the material rrtility of 

those institutions. As regards the cures, we may state that over 
213 of the recoveries appear to have been effected when the cases 
were sent in at an early stage of tlio disease, or within the first 
couple of months, thus evidencing that in proportion to the 
promptness of treatment is the probability of recovery. 

Deaths. The deaths amounted to 354 males and 284 females (total 638), 

which, calculated on the same basis as the recoveries, may be re- 
garded as a very low mortality — being not quite 7 per cent. 

Four resulted from accidental causes, and on which inquests were 
held, exclusive of the case of a male patient, Danford, at the Lime- 
rick asylum, on the particulars of which a sworn investigation was 
held at the institution by one of the Inspectors, which eventuated 
in the committal to prison by order of your Excellency of an 
attendant who administered a bath under very painful and 
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suspicious circumstances, on the charge of homicide. As the Ihtroddc- 
trial did not take place till the month of March in. the present tort. 

year, and at which the attendant was found not guilty, the sub- 

ject more properly pertains to the ensuing report. 

Forty-six males and 22 females were received into District Asy- 
lums, charged with offences, by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant — 
including 6 males and 2 females, dangerous lunatics — 93 males 
and 118 females were admitted as ordinary cases, by the Board; 

3(J7 males and 391 females were admitted as urgent, by the Phy- 
sicians ; 3 males were scut from the Central Asylum to District 
Asylums containing insane on expiration of their sentences. 

The most startling and suggestive element arising under the D-mgerous 
heading of admissions are the (175 inales and 444 females (total LuliatlM ' 
1,119) admitted as Dangerous Lunatics under the Act 30tli & 31st 
Vic., c. 118. We have referred to this branch of our subject very 
fully, not only in the present, but in preceding reports, having been 
enabled by our experience and observations to foresee the results 
which would ensue by an indiscriminate use of the powers intrusted 
to magistrates by the Act in question, and we must now say that 
our anticipations have been borne out. The above figures require 
no comment, comparing them witli other statistics on this particular 
point. They gc> far to show that this facile method of procuring ad- 
mission into District Asylums has almost superseded the normal and 
legitimate one exercised with such deliberation and discrimination 
by Boards of Governors and Physicians for so many years, and 
which while it enabled them to keep a watch with a view to the 
exclusion of unsuitable cases which might be sought to be thrust 
on them, gave them a full discretion in deciding as to what might 
be considered cases fairly eligible for asylum relief. One thing 
is clear, that magistrates have not hesitated to employ the Act in 
disembarrassing their respective localities of characters whose 
troublesome proclivities afforded some colour or pretext of insanity. 

Three males and 3 females were detained in default of security 
to keep the peace under the Lord Lieutenant’s warrant, which 
exhausts the subject of admission. 



EXPENDITURE OF DISTRICT ASYLUMS. ExrBsammn 

OF DlSTitlCT 

Asylums. 

In our last report under this heading we gave a table exhibit- 

ing the growth of the expenditure of District Asylums during the 
decennial period ending 31st December, 1871. The expenditure 
for the latter year was £162, -249 16s. lid., while for the year at 
present under review, 1872, it has been £174, 345 4s. 2£d, showing 
a further increase of expenditure amounting to £12,095 7s. 3 id. 

This advance cannot be accounted for by an enlargement of accom- 
modation or any marked increase in the number of patients, the 
greater part of it being due to the exceptional rise of price in 
nearly all the articles of regular consumption during the year. 

Upon referring to the comprehensive statement of receipts and 
expenditure in page 150 it will bo observed that each form oi 
current expenditure is included under headings so devised as to 
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Expenditure embrace every item of outlay, and render unnecessary a multi- 

or District plieity of sub-headings which if introduced would make this 
A sYi.ti.n 3. j m p 0r t an t table cumbrous and perhaps somewhat uniutellirible 
It may be added that it is framed so as to hear- as strict an ac- 
cordance as is practicable with the statement and abstract of 
accounts furnished by each Resident Medical Superintendent to 
the Auditor through us, who under the Act of Parliament regu- 
lating the Audit of Accounts makes use of it as a basis whereupon 
to conduct his examinations. 

Bniimeea. The only variations liable to arise between the statements 
from which the Table already indicated is compiled, and the 
accounts transmitted to the Auditor’s, will proceed from disallow- 
ances or other results of the operation of these officers, which have 
hitherto been of so insignificant a description as to make no very 
perceptible difference in the general receipts or expenditure, and 
should it be asked why even these trifling differences should 
occur, it may be answered that it is almost impossible to prepare 
the returns which the Resident Medical Superintendent is called 
upon to furnish to the Inspectors for the purposes of their report, 
not later than tho end of January, with that extreme degree of 
prescient accuracy which would involve the anticipation of dis- 
coveries made by the Auditors as late in the year as June or 
July when on their tour of Audit, and tending very likely to 
alter the balances on hands or otherwise as published in the 
Inspectors’ previous Report, a consequence which has once or 
twice previously taken place, and fearing it might lead to mis- 
conception, or be recognised as a serious irregularity, we gave in 
notes appended to the Table itself concise explanation. Only one 
such discrepancy occurs this year, explained in the proper place. 

Aggregate Adverting to the aggregate, the outlay on current maintenance 

Outlay. per ] 10a ,l on District Asylums was less in 1871 than in the year 
1872, the difference, however, not more than 0 per cent., can be 
correctly accounted for, if tho general advance in almost all articles 
of contract, hut especially in tho item of coal, he taken into 
consideration. There exists also another reason for this small 
excess, namely, an increase of wages in several establishments in 
favour of subordinate officers and attendants, who as a body have 
been underpaid, so much so that many of them resigned from time 
to time for the purpose of leaving tho country, just too at the 
moment they became valuable from their experience, certain of 
being similarly engaged, and much better remunerated in America 
or elsewhere. This constant change of domestics in asylums 
proves highly unsatisfactory, but particularly so with reference 
to the patients themselves who are unsettled by it, and in a 
curative point of view, injuriously affected by being placed under 
the care of crude and uneducated warders. ' It is a false economy 
to deny a fair scale of wages to those who have to fulfil the neces- 
sary responsibility of watching over tire insane at all hours, are 
exposed to severe animadversion for the slightest neglect of duty. 
While on this immediate point we would also observe that the 
salaries of Resident Medical Superintendents admit of an im- 
proved modification, as when an officer attached to a smaller 
asylum for a series of eight or more years, and whose professional 
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capabilities must be fully equal to those at the head of the most Exna-DmjM 
extensive institutions of a similar kind, has efficiently and of District 
sedulously discharged the various obligations imposed oil him, A3YUL ' la ' 
there should be a sort of good service increase of pay authorised 
on satisfactory grounds, and by a resolution of the Board of 
Governors addressed to the. Executive. 

Bead verting to the current support of Irish District Asylums, 
it is well to mention, that one marked peculiarity in it is that 
such current maintenance leaves nothing behind or concealed, 
being a bond fide exposition of all moneys spent under every head 
connected with these establishments save one — namely, the 
primitive cost of buildings and land which is not included 
therein, but constitutes a different Grand Jury Presentment. In 
very many districts this last outlay has been fully liquidated 
after a succession of twenty-eight semi-annual payments to the 
Treasury, the principal bearing no interest. 

If to the £174,345 4s. 2 } x d. already named be added the following 
sums repaid by Irish counties between 1st January and 31st 
December, 1S72, namely, at Spring Assizes, £10,385 9s., at Summer 
Assizes, £10,604 5s., we have a gross total of £195,334 18s. 2 \d., 
expended in and on District Asylums during the above year. 

In further elucidation of the subject and for the purpose of show- 
ing that under the denomination of current expenditure the sum 
of £174,345 4s. 2 is not, owing to the tact that the insane classes 
from their malady impose altogether this large tax on tlie country, 
it may not be out of place to remark that were the insane, as for 
the most part they are, of the pauper class, simply domiciled as 
being destitute in workhouses, their support would probably 
average nearly one-half of the above sum, consequently only the 
difference is incidental to the visitation of lunacy in their regard, 
and hence the insane poor who should ever bo objects of peculiar 
solicitude and special treatment are not so costly as it might at 
first sight appear, although every legitimate comfort and means 
of amusement ought to be liberally secured to them. 

With regal'd to means of recreation and indoor diversions, 
music, games, illustrated periodicals, and the like, though we are 
much below what is noticeable in English hospitals for the insane, 
from day to day, we are happy to state that a certain gradual 
progress is being made in their respect. Conversant from ex- 
perience with the great advantages in a professional point of view 
derivable from such pastimes in the treatment of mental affection, 
our efforts shall always bo directed to their future development. 

LUNATICS RETURNED AS AT LARGE* lunatics 

Returned as 

We now proceed to advert to a very important topic connected at Large. 
with the state of lunacy in this country, and which presents a Gelle ~^ bser . 
very striking aspect not only in a national but in a moral point Ta ti<ms. 
of view. The detailed and comprehensive return containing the 
statistics of unconffned lunatics collected by the Royal .Irish 
Constabulary and Metropolitan Police, have been placed before us,

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and from tlio creditable manner in which they have been prepared 
i as well as vouched by tile local officers in charge, we are con- 
vinced they are fairly accurate. The actual returns we have 
received are of a very minute and voluminous character, giving 
the names, ages, religion, and condition in life of the parties but 
for obvious reasons wo have only included numerical results under 
specific headings in the appendices classified and arranged accord- 
ing to counties and police districts. It will be perceived from 
the summary, that there wore at large on- the 31st December 
1872, 7,219 lunatics (*i<,184 males and 3,035 females) as against 
an aggregate of 7,560 (4,371 males and 3,189 females) on the 
31st December, 1871. This largo portion of the population 
labour under diseased manifestations of the mind to a greater 
or lesser extent, ami making allowance for the absolute want 
of perfect information we still arrive at the conclusion as 
already stated, that statistics gathered by sncli an intelligent 
body of men as the Constabulary, must bo generally reliable. 
A serious consideration in connexion with these lunatics is that 
in the natural course of human existence the malady they 
labour under may bo propagated to a coming generation, and so 
transmitted to a remoter posterity. 

We have already noted the fact that though the popula- 
tion is diminished there lias been no corresponding decrease 
in its lunatic element, so that with a numerical diminution 
of the active, intelligent, ami energetic portion of the masses 
of society, tlm mentally affected left at home, appear relatively 
speaking to increase in proportion to the extent of emigration. 
Taking the last twenty years, our numbers have probably 
fallen two millions, principally out of the rural population, 
at the same time that the insane have remained at home. 
Hence making allowance for incidental cases of lunacy which 
spring up in the human family from time to time, there is 
now quite as large, if not a larger aggregate of insanity among 
a population of perhaps little more than five, as there was in 
lStil when the population was over six millions. In reference 
to the future, a grave question thus arises well worthy the atten- 
tion of the political economist as to the result which might ensue 
from the restricted intellectual development of a country through 
a spread of insanity, for it is idle to disguise the fact that it 
is an affection of progressive tendency and to no inconsider- 
able extent through imbecile females, particularly in the humbler 
classes of society.* 



POOItHOUSES. 

In a preceding paragraph of this report, we stated that the 
insane of all classes in union workhouses amounted to 2,966, ol 
whom 3 ,660 are reported as being idiotic or epileptic, and 1,306 
as being lunatic, of whom 262 are affected with epilepsy; the 
lunatics as a rule demented and advanced in age, being inoffensive 
and easily managed, at the same time that they require special care

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and an exceptionally good diet. There are in Ireland 151 union ronr.HousEs. 
workhouses, in some few of which no inmates registered as insane 
are to be found, while in others they largely exist, in fact these in- 
stitutions alone contain 1,300 of the insane classes, and thus hut in 
very varied proportions, however, the other workhouses harbour 
between them the difference, or an aggregate of 1,600. The metro- 
politan workhouses, as might be expected, contain relatively the 
largest number of the insane, having no less than 328 between them 
— the Belfast 192 — Cork city poorliouse 90 — Limerick 120 and so- 
forth — much depending on the general local population. For many 
years there has been a gradual improvement which has now assumed 
a marked character in the condition of the lunatic inmates in poor- 
houses, where they arc treated with much consideration, and their 
creature comforts, so far as the limited arrangement and accommo- 
dation of these institutions admit of, and their low average powers 
of mind as a rule attended to — in fact the medical officers have 
power with the sanction of the Poor Law authorities to fix their 
dietary and direct their treatment. Our inspection of poorhouses, 
particularly of those which contain many lunatics, are regular, it 
would be impossible to visit all in the space of a twelvemonth, and 
indeed such an undertaking would be needless, when for example 
only some five or six individuals, and they often located when tran- 
quil and innocuous in the infirm wards or mixing with the ordinary 
paupers, have no special apartments of their own. Whenever, and 
it not unfroquently occurs, that any case appears to us as likely 
to derive benefit from being sent to a district asylum, wo direct an 
immediate transference, and invariably suggest to Boards of 
Governors what we consider as calculated to tend to the well-being 
of all, in our local minutes of inspection. 



THE CENTRAL ASYLUM. the cumr. 

Asylum. 

Since the establishment of this institution twenty-three years 

have now elapsed, during which period, though an aggregate of nom'ita Insane 
about 3,000 have been confined therein, with the exception of one opening, 
case of suicide, no untoward event affecting life has occurred in it, 
or any very serious act of violence. Hence two deductions may 
be fairly derived — the first, that as a rule due attention has been 
paid to the safety and well-being of the patients ; the second, and 
perhaps one still more gratifying, that although very many of 
those who have been placed in it perpetrated deeds of an appalling 
character ; such deeds were referable more to incidental circum- 
stances than to any fixed or innate-malevolence of disposition or 
homicidal propensity. From a long experience of the working 
of the Dundrum Asylum, the loss of life from such causes at the 
hands of lunatics appears to us of rare occurrence — being gene- 
rally in our opinion attributable more to sudden paroxysms of 
disease, especially among epileptics, or to temporary delusions or 
hallucinations among the mentally affected in regard to individuals 
whom their fancy had converted into deadly enemies, or by whose 
death some great benefit must accrue either to society at large, 
or even to, the immediate victims themselves. Certain it is, how- 
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The Central ever, that many of the best behaved and kindliest of the inmates 
Asylum. 0 f the Asylum, be they still mentally diseased or restored to reason 
are and have been to he found among those acquitted of murder 
on the plea of lunacy. 

But perhaps no more convincing illustration of this fact is 
afforded than by the same melancholy incidents attendant on 
puerperal mania, when the most tender and at the same time 
the most powerful of human affections, that of the mother for her 
child is outraged, of which we had recently an instance before us. 
A young woman while nursing, overcome by the delusions that 
her eldest child, only five years old, was possessed by an evil 
spirit, and would destroy the infant at her breast, beat out his 
brains with an iron mallet within call of the father, and before 
another child. 

In a long series of annual reports on the criminal insanity of 
this country, we have varied as far as possible the subject of 
information before us, and dwelt so largely from time to time 
on the phases of the malady as they presented themselves, that 
anything like further dissertation thereon would resolve itself 
into a repetition of what has been already brought by us under 
the notice of the Executive. This wo desire to avoid. Still from 
year to year thero must ho differences in detail of a statistical 
character, and to them wo shall confine ourselves, with such 
observations on the state of the Asylum during the year 1872, 
as may bo appropriate. 

Statistics. On the 1st of .1 anuary, 1S72, there wore in the institution a total 
of 172 — 122 males and 50 females. In tlio course of the twelve- 
month 20 patients were admitted, 0 were discharged, 7 of whom 
biting recovered their legal detention was determined at the close 
of tho sentence of imprisonment.. No homicide was actually libe- 
rated; one, a convalescent, escaped, was re-captured, and sent 
back to Spike Island. The deaths amounted to 7 ; inclusive of 
1 suicidal, by strangulation. A coroner’s inquest was held when 
it appeared on sworn evidence that no blame was attributable 
to tho attendant who had charge of him, the man for years evincing 
no symptom indicative of such an intention on his part, or calcu- 
lated to excite a suspicion of any kind. Exclusive of this last the 
G deaths which occurred from natural causes were very little over 
tho proportion of that in the ordinary bills of mortality. The 
number of admissions were 1G males 4 females, of whom 7 had 
been arraigned and acquitted in the dock on the ground of in- 
sanity, 10 convicts becoming insane, or more properly speaking 
reputed to he so, wore transferred from prison, thus at the begin- 
ning of tho year in question the total inmates of the asylum stood 
at 172 — 122 males 50 females. 

Malingering. Wo have just used the word “reputed," than which perhaps none 

more suitable, for it correctly expresses a fact, the existence of the 
' Dundrum Asylum and the mode of life in it are as well known 
to convicts in government prisons as their own system of existence, 
lienee, some of them play tho lunatic with success; but men, 
especially who have served in tho army, fortunately, however, 
for a time only, they soon overdo their part, and are not a little 
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discomfited on being peremptorily remitted to penal servitude. The cnmui, 
Within the past year we had four such cases — -one in the person - Astt.um. 

of a man who murdered his wife under aggravated circumstances. 

At the trial it was argued he must have been out of his mind 
when he committed the deed. He was found guilty, and after 
undergoing, hy a commutation of sentence, penal servitude, in 
the course of a few months he feigned insanity in Spike Island, 
whence he was transferred to the asylum. His malingering was 
soon discovered there, when he was sent back to prison. 

Still this malingering last year led to a melancholy result : a con- 
vict was transferred from Spike Island to the Asylum, where he 
was not deemed to he insane. A man of a reckless, dogged 
disposition, intelligent, and well-informed for his position in 
life. He escaped, and being retaken was confined again in Spike 
Island, where, irritated by a contradiction he murdered a fel- 
low-prisoner within a month. He was tried for the crime, and 
acquitted on the ground of insanity, which he considered simply 
his right, he having been previously in a lunatic asylum. He is 
now in Dundrum, and though certified to be sane, will not again 
be allowed a like opportunity. There is no doubt danger to be 
apprehended from the association of such a character with the 
inmates, particularly the convalescent of an asylum, one, how- 
ever, less than were he again to mix with ordinary convicts. 

With a progressive experience on the subject of insanity, or Luiuiy in 
simulated insanity, as it comes under our daily observance in all Crutunals . 
classes of society, but the mere especially in reference to it in a 
criminal aspect, the more difficult and complicated it appears. 

In the words of an American writer, to draw anything like a defi- 
nite line on the “ border ground ” between responsibility and irre- 
sponsibility of action in the present temper of the times would be 
almost impossible, or to decide whether a moral perversion in an 
individual cognizant of right or wrong, but uncontrolled by 
natural feelings or tlie dictates of reason or religion afford a justi- 
fiable excuse for crime, or bo considered as fairly constituting 
insanity or a weakness of mind. No doubt the victims of mental 
disease should bo protected from punishment otherwise attach- 
able to their offences, and though the guilty often escape a sentence 
earned by their misdeeds, through the disinclination of juries to 
find a verdict against prisoners, particularly when an extreme sen- 
tence might be passed, and where from peculiarity of temper 
extenuating circumstances are advanced, it cannot be denied that 
while the plea of insanity protects the innocent, it not unfrequently 
saves the criminal. Of such wo have had many examples in Dun- 
drum, in whose regard however and manner of treatment no 
distinction whatever is made, legally acquitted in the first in- 
stance, or transferred from prisons, becoming insane in the other, 
they are regarded a# deserving the same consideration as is 
extended to ordinary patients, when amenable to rule which 
with them, is not always the ease. They are placed under no 
restraint of any kind though most closely looked after. In fact 
the feeling of their being made special objects of suspicion and 
vigilance is what tends, most to subdue them, and thus after a 
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Tun Ckntual time it occasionally happens that the malingerer seeks a return to 
Asyuim. p ena l servitude, in preference to the comparative freedom of 
asylum life'. This holds especially among females—' who boister- 
ous, unmanageable, mid defying ail. manner of discipline in prison, 
become temperate, well conducted, and useful at the asylum, and 

for their good behaviour as indicative of sanity, ask to he’ sent 

back to their different bridewells. 

Religion. With regard to the influence or existence of religious sentiments 
among the criminal insane and especially the homicidal section, 
there does not appear any difference whatever from what obtains 
among the inmates of ordinary asylums. Any allusion to offences 
in the prusoncc of a patient of an attendant is strictly forbidden 
under pain of immediate dismissal, audit may he said that almost 
in no instance whatever does the individual refer directly or in- 
directly to the criminal act committed by him, and even among 
the convalescent and cured neither regret on the one hand is ex- 
pressed, or an explanation attempted. This reticence extends 
alike to those who on our visits are most urgent in their appeals 
to us for liberation. 

Statistical In a preceding paragraph wo stated that the number of ndmis- 

AimiysiB. sions in. 1.372 were 20; this however docs not represent the cases 

submitted to us for report as to whether we consider them lit 
subjects or not for the criminal asylum, which amounted to 31 — 
11 of which we thought could more appropriately be sent to 
District Asylums. Wo aro always guided in our opinion by the 
character of the offence, the attending circumstances, histury of 
the patient, and the evidence adduced, assuming the parts as a 
rule not to bo. criminal without some distinct reason in evidence. 
Of course in cases where life has been sacrificed, coroner’s evidence 
bringing it clearly homo to the prisoner, and the individual labour- 
ing and known to have laboured for a time under genuine disease of 
the mind, we have no hesitation in reporting such as admissible 
into the criminal asylum to remain there till the proper period of 
arraignment am vcs. This practice wo have fi mud to be productive 
of most satisfactory results, not only as regards tlio administration 
of justice, the objects of the institution, and the approval which 
it locally obtains ; thus the institution is restricted in our opinion 
to its legitimate objects, and as it has been placed essentially 
under our sole management and control we stand respecting it 
in the position of Governors to District Asylums ; in fact our 
official visits to Dundrum during the past year averaged nearly 
four each month. 

Analysing the offences with which the inmates of this asylum 
have been arraigned, tho following will bo elicited : — 

Homicides, 50 males, 14 females, total, 64. Violent and dan- 
gerous assaults, 19 males, 6 females, total, 25. Assault with intent, 
1 male. Common assault, 26 males. 

Arson, 4 males and 3 females, total, 7. Robbery from the 
person, 5 males. Burglary, 4 males. 

Minor offences, 17 males and 26 females, total, 43. Those in 
the latter category we had removed to Dundrum, principally from 
brideweEs and prisons, in consequence of their insubordinate be- 
haviour and a disregard of moral control.

Up to the present, out of the 
number already referred to but 6 patients permanently escaped 
4 of them malingerers, and 2 supposed convalescents, whose 
period of servitude was almost completed. 

In the annexed appendices* will be found minute details of the 
state of the Central Asylum in 1872. Under the heading farm 
expenditure tho net profit of .£278 0>.s\ was realized, and °at the 
same time that an ample supply of milk afforded a very important 
element in the sustenance of the insane. 



Appointment During the past year avc regret to mention that Dr. Corbet, Resi- 
pSfr Phy»iemii to the Institution, died rather suddenly of heart 

disease. He was a gentleman peculiarly suited by his kindness of 
manner and genial benevolence of disposition, as well as judgment 
to the office which lie filled for 23 consecutive years, being the 
first appointed to tho post. Ho was succeeded by Dr. Frederick 
MacCabo, who, by his zeal and energy, had tilled the office of 
Resident Medical Superintendent of the Waterford District Asylum 
for several years with great credit and benefit to that establishment. 



Audit or AUDIT OF ACCOUNTS. 

Accounts. j n accol .q ancu w ifck the provisions of the 31st and 32nd Vie. 

cap. 97, sec. 14, we annex in tho Appendix to this report a tabular 
statement exhibiting the particulars of the audit of the accounts 
of District Asylums for tho year 1871. 

Henry M. Cruise, Esq., was appointed auditor of the district com- 
prising the Ballinaaloe, Castlebar, and Ennis Asylums, in succes- 
sion to the late James Martin, Esq. 

It will be observed from a note at foot of the statement that 
tho accounts of the three asylums just referred to, had not been 
audited up to the 31st December, 1872. The accounts of the 
Ballinasloc and Castlebar Asylums were however audited for the 
year 1871 and 187*2 in J une 1873, as described by Mr. Cruise in 
liis report to us, dated 24th June, 1873. That gentleman explains 
that in consequence of the lateness of the period when he entered 
on his duties as auditor, ho found it impossible to audit these 
accounts at an earlier date, and also states that the accounts 
of both asylums were presented to him for report for the year 
1871 (as well as 1872), in a most creditable maimer. 

Disallowance. -^ s regards disallowances Mr. Cruise adds that the result of his 
audit of tho Ballinasloc accounts was most satisfactory. At the 
close thereof he had to observe only on two items in the whole 
two years’ expenditure, one an overcharge of £1 16s. 7 d. t made 
by a clerical error in the accounts of the contractor for the supply 
of bread, the other an error of 4s. del. in the accounts of the con- 
tractor for the supply of meat. Both of these sums were at once 
credited to the institution. 

Respecting the Castlebar Asylum Mr. Cruise reports that he did 
not find any charge which was not fully authorized, and adequately 
vouched. He had therefore no disallowance to make in the accounts

Up to tlie date of our going to press with this section, the 
report of audit of the Ennis asylum had not reached us, from 
which we infer that the laborious nature of Mr. Cruise's other 
duties as auditor under the Local Government Board is productive 

of further delay. ,, ,, . , , 

As regards the audit of asylums generally, there is no feature m 
the tabular statement calling for any special remark ; neither is 
there any item of disallowance which appears to us either from 
its amount or the circumstances which originated it, upon which 
we feel it necessary to enlarge our comments by way of explana- 
tion, beyond a statement of the simple nature ot the disallowances 
as indicated in the return. . , 

The conclusion deducible from a general review of the reports General 
of the several auditors is one indicating in a marked manner that conclusion, 
the expenditure of District Asylums lias been incurred and 
accounted for in a way creditable alike to tlie Boards of Gover- 
nors, the Resident Medical Superintendents, and the clerks and 
storekeepers of the respective institutions, and we think it only 
necessary to draw attention to the fact, that after subjecting a 
gross expenditure of nearly £180,000 to the scrutinizing tests of 
so perfect a system of examination as that adopted by the emcient 
and experienced gentlemen who conduct the audit, only a total of 
£24? 10s. 8 d. as disallowances was elicited, thus affording we think, 
the best possible proof of the accuracy of these accounts. 



PRIVATE ASYLUMS. 



Private 

Asylums. 



Beyond showing a statistical return* of the private asylums of Gen=ml 
this country, we have little to report on these estab ishments 
generally. They are divisible into two classes; in the one a 
greater amount of comfort is observable the apartmen s occupie 
by the patients better furnished, the dietary more liberal, the 
attendants more numerous, and consequently a greatei amo 
of freedom accorded to the inmates. In the ot er, w ieie 
cost of maintenance is much smaller, there is a marked dittere 
in their interior organization; in fact, wliat obtains m le w 
at large holds good equally in regard to private licensed houses 
for the insane. The duty however of the mspectors m enther 
ease is identical— to see that the provisions of the Act ieg“Utmg 
such institutions are correctly and fairly carried ou .

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able extent. A considerable proportion of the twenty-one Pvi 
vate Asylums existing belong to this class.- The secondary more 
numerous, however well disposed their owners, from the compara- 
tive smallness of the cost of maintenance in them offer an 
unfavourable contrast. It would he. invidious on the part of 
government officials to draw distinct!., 11 s nominally in a public 
document with regard to the relative character of one licensed 
house and another, as the friends ol the insane, according to their 
means, can host inform themselves thereon; but certain are we that 
in this country there are institutions admirably conducted in 
every res pect, while, as a rule in all, commensurate with payment 
often too moat irregular, the lunatic inmates of them are treated 
with humanity and consideration. That such should he the case 
in every instance, our best efforts have been directed by constant 
supervision, a supervision rendered the more necessary "by the 
neglect of immediate relatives, and as one ascends in society occa- 
sionally the more noticeable. 

During the year 1872, we had no actual infraction of the 8 and 
9 Vic. (the law which regulates private asylums) to complain of. 
Minor oversights easily rectified, now and then occurred, princi- 
pally two, the first, though admissible according to statute, viz. — 
receiving patients on a single certificate under urgent circum- 
stances, occasionally appeared to us to he too frequently taken as 
an exceptional privilege; a second, the irregularity of not supply- 
ing notifications of admission within the proscribed period of two 
days. No. person however was bona Jida unduly received or 
detained; indeed an improper detention could not occur from the 
frequency of our inspections, assuming as we do, that at least a 
mouth s probation after convalesceLi.se is essential to test recovery, 
for no practice more injurious with respect to the mentally 
affected than a premature liberation, or one more calculated to 
fix the disease. Still the public over prone to. find fault and if 
possible in courts of justice complain one day that physicians 
detain sane people in asylums, and the next if set free, should the 
parties commit some flagrant offence, that the same persons were 
let out mad on society. Last year a ease hearing out this ob- 
servation fully was re-admitted into a private institution pro- 
nounced by a jury never to have been insane, now quite demeuted, 
and with diminished means and without mind his confinement 
and period of existence will be co-equal. 

At the close of 1872 there were remaining in Private Awsylums 
64-7 patients, 29 5 males and 352 females. The number admitted 
during the year was 72 males and 9 1 females, total, 163. Of these 
56 males and 70 females were cases of first attack, the rest were 
committed as . relapsed cases. Thus 815 patients were under 
treatment. during the year, 382 males and 433 females. Of these 
54 were discharged recovered, 29 males and 25 females ; 39 were 
discharged . improved, 24 males and 15 females; 28 were dis- 
charged unimproved or incurable, 10 males and 18 females, aggre- 
gate total of discharges, 121 — 63 males and 58 females. The 
deaths amounted to 47 — 24 males and 23 females ; there conse- 
quently remained in the asylums on the 31st December, 1872, the 
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numbers given at the opening of this paragraph, or 5 less than on Private 
the same date in the preceding* year. The recoveries and im- Asylum*. 
movements combined constitute a per-eentage very similar to that 
in district asylums, while the mortality was as five in private to 
7 per cent, in public institutions, thus indicating a close approxi- 
mation. There was not an escape, nor an accidental death during 
the twelvemonth, and we are happy to state, that neither from 
complaints personally conveyed to us by patients themselves, who 
are not behind-hand in finding fault, nor from exterior informa- 
tion, have we had necessity to institute any investigations. As 
is usual in the better classes of society, and particularly among 
females, moral more than physical causes, produce insanity, and 
we regret to add that indulgence in the excessive or continued 
use ofspirituoua liquors in either sex, has been largely productive 
of mental disease, but with this marked difference, the more un- 
accountable when the delicacy of the frame of woman is taken 
into consideration, that deli riurn tremens in the sex is, and has 
been quite unknown to us. 

The three mixed establishments into which paying and free 
patients arc received, namely, St. Patrick’s or Swifts Hospital, 
the Retreat near Doimybrook, and St. Vincent’s Asylum, the latter 
under a religious community of nuns, continue to be in every way 
conducted in the same satisfactory mode which has already com- 
manded an approval. VVe have in previous reports entered so fully 
into the details of these institutions, that it is uoedless to dwell, fur- 
ther upon them, the more so as in the voluminous appendices, all 
information that can possibly be of interest is afforded. 

The Stewart Institution from a comparatively small beginning Stewart 
is now largely extending its sphere of usefulness through a con- Institute, 
turned increase of subscriptions, and we anticipate in our next re- 
port to be enabled to state that the large, commodious, and healthful 
premises at Palmerston, now in course of preparation, have been 
occupied by tlic classes for'whom it is intended. Of all benevolent 
undertakings, none more worthy of public sympathy than one 
designed not only to shelter the youthful imbecile, but to cultivate 
as far as possible any faculties of reason or understanding they 
may possess. 



THE RICHMOND OR METROPOLITAN ASYLUM. 



Richmond 

Asylum. 



We have already observed that from the frequency of our visits Originand 
to the Richmond or Metropolitan District Asylum, on which .we 
occasionally attend at Board meetings, the necessity ot entering 
local reports for the information of the Governors is piac ica y 
uncalled for, as we personally communicate with them on mat eis 
of detail. It may not, however, be out of place if we a oi ^ youi 
Excellency an epitome of that institution, its origin an progies^ 
sive enlargement, at tlie same time taking the opportum y ore i e 
generally to the statistics of lunacy in Ireland, and o e cxis i g 
and previous accommodation established for its requiremen 
history of the Richmond Asylum being in great measure i us r 
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Richmond tive of the extent of insanity in this country, and the development 

Asylum, of the means to insure its proper treatment. 

The first institution — St. Patrick’s Hospital, for the reception 
of eighty insane patients — was completed and occupied exactly a 
hundred and twenty years ago, being founded and endowed by 
the illustrious Dean Swift. 

The population of Ireland at the time amounted to 2,300,000, or 
about two-fifths of the present number of its inhabitants. In his 
will, guarding against the contingency that so many lunatics could 
not be got together, he provided that incurables might be admitted 
to any available accommodation ; while now, in the lapse of little 
more than a century, there are 7,817 patients in district and 
private asylums alone, at the same time there are outside, being 
either in poorhouses or at large, 10,185 persons mentally affected 
to a greater or less degree. 

Subsequently to the erection of St. Patrick’s, or as it is now 
called Swift’s Hospital, no specific provision was made for the 
insane of this country, certainly not for those of the humbler 
classes, beyond some cells and detached rooms in Houses of 
Industry, established here and there in large or county towns. 
The last two occupied were in Wexford and Lifford. In the year 
1815 the Richmond Asylum was built by Government, at a cost 
of £70,000, for 210 lunatics, admissible from all parts of Ireland. 

The obvious want of provision, and the general condition of the 
insane not only in this country, but still more in England, had 
already attracted the attention of the Legislature. Deficient, how- 
ever, as was the accommodation in Ireland, the principle which 
regulated Swift’s Hospital ever since its erection was to allow all 
latitude of personal liberty, consistent with the safety of the insane, 
and to proportion personal restraint to the exigency of the cases 
under supervision. 

It was not however until 1825 that active steps were taken to 
erect suitable receptacles for the insane poor of Ireland, at which 
date the building of nine public institutions was undertaken, 
namely, at Armagh, Belfast, Derry, Ballinasloe, Clonmel, Limerick, 
Maryboro’, Waterford, and Carlow, the total cost being £210,000 
for 980 inmates. 

In 1831 tlie Richmond Asylum, valued with its furniture at 
£80,000, was presented by the Irish Government as a gift to the 
district then comprising the four counties of Meath, Wicklow, 
Louth, and Dublin, the capital included. The first named is no 
longer connected with it. By this donation, Dublin city on a 
capitation of its inhabitants would ajrpear to be a gainer by fully 
£30,000. Subsequent to 1833 and up to 1856 a sum of £50,700 
was expended upon the construction of an auxiliary asylum, and 
in additions to the primitive buildings, rendered necessary by the 
then accumulating wants of the district. £20,200 of this total was 
charged to the city by order of the Lord Lieutenant in council, and 
has been paid off by twenty-eight half-yearly levies, the principal 
hearing no interest whatever. Since 1856 a further debt was 
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incurred to the Treasury in advances amounting to £43,000, which 
has been laid out in an enlargement of the auxiliary asylum in the 
buildino- of infirmaries, the erection of a Protestant chapel, the 
purchase of about thirty acres of land, its walling in, new laundries, 
out-offices, &e., &c. A portion of this sum has been liquidated, the 
remainder is in process of being so, the probable responsibility 
incurred by the city of Dublin in the latter transaction being about 
£18,000 ; thus a total expenditure for the accommodation of 1,050 
lunatics, which tlie establishment is now capable of containing, 
amounts to £174,000, from which, if the gift of £80,000 be deducted, 
the district will have paid in due course a total in round numbers 
of £94,000— the share to the city of Dublin being approximately 
£37,000. 

Should the total cost of asylums throughout Ireland be taken 
into consideration, and the purchase of 798 acres of land attached 
to them, without binding ourselves to an exact figure, it may 
extend to £1,140,000, as laid out under the first Commissioners, 
the Board of Works, and the present Commissioners of Control. 
While on an analysis of the expenditure made with reference to 
individual asylums, and the mini her of inmates they are intended to 
accommodate, as for example, the Cork Asylum £92,000, the 
Donegal £42,000, Down £02,000, Wexford £51,000, Monaghan 
£58,000, &c., &c., it will be found that the Richmond stands its 
constituent divisions little more than one-half, if so much, of what 
obtains elsewhere. 

We may now briefly advert to the numerical statistics of insanity 
which form an important element of consideration with respect to 
the current support of public asylums. 

The proportion of insanity, or more properly of mental affec- 
tions to the population at large, may now be reasonably assumed 
as about 1 to every 300 human beings in this country which is 
somewhat less than in England and Wales.. In this proportion 
are included not only lunatics proper, but idiots, congenital im- 
beciles, and epileptics, whose intelligence is impaired. For all 
these individuals, however, lunatic accomm odation in district asy- 
lums is not required, as no inconsiderable number of them can 
be maintained either at home, or, if destitute, in poorhouses, still 
better in intermediate establishments. We believe 1 to about 
every 450 would constitute a fair practical average in large cities 
or manufacturing towns where, from the predisposing causes of 
poverty, drunkenness, and dissipation, maladies of the mind are 
more frequent, and 1 to between 500 and 600 in the rural popula- 
tion We have at present in Ireland a public provision for 7,340 
lunatics. An aggregate addition of from 800 to 1,000 beds here and 
there as required would probably meet all future demands, pro- 
vided, as is likely to be the case, the population does not increase 
during the present or coming generation, with which we only have 
prospectively to deal. Under any circumstances the Richmond 
Asylum, it is to be hoped, may be found sufficient for the wants 
of the district. * f 

Assuming tlie inhabitants within the corporate boundary o 
Dublin to be 250,000, on the calculation of 1 asylum lunatic to 
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450 individuals, fclmi'o should bo 555 in it; but, talcing 50 forth, 
number ol tliosjo m tlio upper classes of society, there would re- 
main oOo, while actually 550 or a dillereiicu of 51 beyond its 
apparent normal rcspunsibility are eliavgoablo to the borough 



With regard to the excess it is impossible to fix by personal 
data the precise number of those who have uo claims whatever in 
the municipality ; such as arc admitted by the Governors them- 
selves can with certainty be accounted for, as their antecedents 
are scrutinized, and nemo save actual residents, or natives duly 
guaranteed by certificates, are passed by the Board. The others 
are committed under statutes 30th and 31st Vic., cap. 118 as 
dangerous lunatics upon magisterial warrants which afford, as a rule 
no inhumation about the chargoubility of the parties themselves 
Bo long as the Act is in force without sonic modification the 
disadvantages arising from a free exercise of it cannot be remedied 
although it may admit of improvement through the intervention 
of the Lord Lieutenant in Council. It should however be borne 
in mind that tlm exceptional condition of Dublin with respect to 
stranger lunatics holds good in all very largo cities, particularly 
when seaport and metropolitan. With a continuous influx of 
strangers coming to spend tons of thousands in Dublin and its 
environs, it is not to bo wondered at that paupers and some few 
insane wanderers must at the same time iind then* way into it. 

. ^ sa y^ n o so much we are far from wishing to ignore the 
justice of the complaint made by the corporation on account of 
increased taxation for lunatics, justly non -chargeable to the city, 
or to deny that every reasonable means should be adopted to 
check what certainly is an abuse, in some degree perhaps attribut- 
able to the facility with which medical certificates are signed. 



Adverting to the vast development of insanity within the past 
forty years, a question naturally arises, is it that the disease in 
itself has increased V The population of .Ireland in 1830 was over 
7,000,000, yet there wore not then 1,400 lunatics under super- 
vision, or even collectively known to he such. Not hut that almost 
every village contained its imbeciles or pauper maniacs, who on 
becoming very troublesome or dangerous, tied down and secreted 
m hack places were too often unfeelingly dealt with, but more 
nom ignorance than malice. That lunatics existed, and to a very 
large amount, admits of no doubt, hut various causes combined 
to keep them as a body in concealment — notably the want of 
accommodation at the time either in asylums or poorhouses, com- 
bined with an innate antipathy, even of the friends of the poorest 
patients, to place them at a distance from home under proper 

treatment. 



Tins antipathy was still more rife in the better orders of society 
nom a false pride, as if maladies of the mind, more than any others, 
s ro old he differently regarded. Such a prejudice fortunately has 
ec ned, for it is now recognised that mental affections, to which 
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the strongest and most refined intellects arc exposed, are not only Richmond 
curable like those of a physical nature, hut that individuals on AaxLUM - 
recovery return to society with, if possible, increased faculties, 
aud memories altogether unimpaired. Even among the humbler 
classes, three full years elapsed before the nine original asylums 
for 980 inmates were fully tenanted. Now-a-days the advantage 
of early treatment is duly valued, and hence the existing provision 
for our insane poor. 

In England and Wales, hut on a larger scale and proportionate 
to their ^inhabitants, has been latterly this outward display of 
lunacy, and the consequent obligation to meet it. In 18-18 tlic 
number of mentally aifeoted, according to the Commissioners, was 
96800 of whom i 8,200 were in public or private asylums; m 
1872 it reached 58,040—29,200 being in county and borough 
asylums out of a population of 28,000,000, while in France nearly 
41,000 patients are in departmental hospitals for the insane. 

Thirty-six years ago, when there were 810,000 inhabitants in the 
district as against the present 570,000, 29G patients occupied the 
Richmond Asylum, of whom 153 were chargeable to the city ; 
hut this latter number did not represent all the known lunatics 
belonging to Dublin, for on the breaking up ot the old House of 
Industry, Government took on itself the future maintenance oi 
the 440 insane then in it, one- fourth being computed natives 
of the borough. The survivors, now reduced to 30, are located at 
the Stewart Institution near Lucan. So far then as Dublin is 
concerned it has materially benefited through the action of the 
Treasury in its favour. 

At an interview in last December between the Chief beer etaiy 
and the Lord Mayor, with some Members of the Corporation, and at 
which one of the Inspectors attended, the question of a continue 
increase of taxation on the municipality for lunatic purposes was 
referred to, and as the same subject may probably he rediscusse , 
it should be borne in mind, with regard to the current expenditure 
of the Richmond as of other District Asylums, that its increase 
from year to year is referable to two distinct causes, the piimaiy 
one being a statutory obligation on the Lord Lieutenant in Counci 
to establish adequate provision for the insane poor in Ireland; e 
second to the larger annual admission of patients, be it with tne 
sanction of Local Boards or by magisterial warrants.

Connected with on r Metropolitan Asylums’ expenditure there 
are . two matters which perhaps require notice, in order to 
obviate misconception; first, as to tlie cost of the staff of 
officers instead of its 1 icing higher, as is supposed, than what 
obtains in other like institutions, it is on an average fifteen 
P or . CGn k lower ; and secondly, as to the complaint advanced 
against an undue consumption of wines, spirits, porter, &c.,in the 
institution, the payments for which amounted in the year to 
£940 : it should be remembered there are 1,120 inmates of all 
classes in the asylum, of whom in the past year there was a daily 
average of no less than 330 in hospital, or under special treatment ; 
and such is the wretched condition of many of the insane belonging 
to. the city, mentally and physically worn down, that only through 
stimulants and other like medicaments they can be supported, 
and sometimes even, but for a few weeks’ existence after admission. 



As a rule, however, patients get no fermented liquor in this 
country, their use being confined to those specially ordered them 
by the physicians, who under Privy Council rules have full authority 
to reg'ulate the dietetic allowances of the insane ; so those who fear 
that delirium ti 'cme/is may lie produced in the asylum can safely 
forego their apprehensions particularly if informed that in a 
northern asylum of the sister country, with only a few hundred 
more inmates, the cost of hops and malt alone was all hut £2,000 
last year. 

The operation of the Richmond District Asylum during the past 
twelvemonths lias been successful ; the recoveries effected in it 
averaged 50 per cent, on admissions, and 14 on the total under treat- 
ment. T he mortality did not exceed the general average in other like 
institutions. No death occurred from accident, suicide, or violence 
m an aggregate of 1,460 inmates, and only 1 person permanently 
escaped. In tlie course of the summer small-pox appeared, six 
of the attendants were seized by it ; one a man who a month or 
two before became so alarmed at the approach of the disease that 
he sent in his . resignation, which — unfortunately for himself, 
being the very first to die — he subsequently withdrew. Twenty 
patients were afterwards attacked amongst whom were five deaths. 

The greatest precautions had been taken against the extension 
of the disease,, and an arrangement made for the reception of all 
infected cases into the Hardwicke or contagious Hospital. 

We are gratified to report that while there are no outstanding 
^PP^ ca ^ ons for admission there is a good margin of vacancies 
(8 2), . and that the right to beds of the constituent divisions of the 
district would be fully maintained were it not for committals. 
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The schools in the asylum under the regulations of the National 
Board and which were first established for insane pupils at the 
Richmond, and since adopted in other countries are productive of 
practical utility ; while the attendance at places of religious wor- 
ship comprises nearly two-tliirds of the patients. With regard 
to industrial occupations 308 females and 310 males constituted 
the daily average of those employed both within and out of doors. 

The attending Governors of the Institution, now restricted in 
number to six, have imposed on themselves, by more frequent 
meetings, an amount of duty unknown elsewhere; and have 
devoted their best exertions to its fiscal well working, of which 
no more convincing proof can he afforded than that the auditor, 
after an investigation of thirteen days, on an expenditure of 
£29,505, did not reduce or disallow a single penny. 

In the numerous and varied tables appended to the report 
comparative information is afforded of all details in district 
asylums for the insane.

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INSPECTORS’ MINUTES OF INSPECTION. 



I he general character and condition of District Asylums from 
year to year are so uniform, that with the exception of some 
leading points of interest to which we have referred, we have not 
thought it necessary to advert at any length on the present 
occasion to these establishments separately, except in one or two 
instances ; the more particularly as the usual complete and ac- 
curate information regarding them is given in the Tables. We 
think it however advisable to supplement this statistical informa- 
tion by our minutes of inspection during the year, affording as 
they do the best possible insight into the interior management of 
the respective asylums, written as they were on the spot, with 
tresh impressions on our minds, acquired from actual observation. 

It should be added that the Inspectors have inspected the 
several Asylums much more frequently than is indicated by the 
following minutes; but they do not think it necessary to insert 
minutes on every such occasion, particularly on Board days, when 
they meet the Governors. 

I he Richmond Asylum is so constantly under our supervision, 
and we meet the Board of Governors so frequently that we have 
not deemed it necessary to inscribe any minutes of inspection. 

Armagh. 

I regret I had not the good fortune to meet any of the governors this 
Board-day, the first on which, I understand from Dr. Cuming, there lias 
been no attendance for over twenty years. I was anxious to discuss 
with them various matters connected with the proposed enlargement of 
accommodation and the erection of a chapel for the inmates generally. 
I intended to have brought under the notice of the Board in addition 
the question with reference to tho extension of the land at the male side 
by the purchase of four or five acres, as in case of the extension of the 
male wings, so urgently required, it might be deemed by the governors 
as it is by me that there should be more space than exists at present for 
this object. I examined into the state of the house in detail as well as 
into the condition of the patients, and have to report in most favourable 
terms of the result. 

March 11, 1872. 



I this day inspected the Armagh District Asylum containing 152 
patients, of whom 86 are males and 66 females. Considering its over- 
crowded state, I find the establishment generally to be in good order ; 
the female divisions particularly so. My object principally in coming 
was for the purpose of examining into the plans for enlargement, now 
at the office of the Board of Control, in reference to the actual accom- 
modation at present existing. 

June 20, 1872. 
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I re°ret not being able to meet the Board of Governors at its meeting 
on the 9th instant, as I liad hoped, but was unavoidably prevented. 
On a former occasion it was quite the reverse. The establishment on 
my present inspection appears to bo in a satisfactory state, save at the 
male side where the refractory patients are located. I found some of 
the cell floorings very damp or rather wet, a circumstance owing to the 
obligation of daily washing the wood-work in them for cleanliness sake, 
and which otherwise quite saturated with urine and other deposits, 
would become most noisome and offensive. I think a large stove should 
be placed at once in the adjoining corridor. Tlie bedrooms, dormitories, 
and dayrooms are orderly and well ventilated, but tlie limited accom- 
modation for the number of patients in the house is even now so urgent 
that I think in tlie coining spring it will be essentially necessary to 
make further provision to meet those requirements 'which have been 
already brought under tlie notice of the Board. Since the date of my 
last report in June, though not of iny last visit, the sanitary state of the 
house has been particularly favourable, one patient only having died in 
the course of five months. The visits of tlie extern- officers are regular 
and duly entered. The provisions too, latterly, particularly milk, have 
been much improved. 

December 12, 1872. 



Ballinasloe. 

On my inspection of the Ballinasloe District Asylum which this day 
contains 363 patients, 248 belonging to Galway town and county, and 
115 to Roscommon, I have to report for the information of the Board 
of Governors that the general state of the institution continues to be 
satisfactory, particularly so in a sanitary point of view, the number of 
inmates confined to bed being little more than three per cent, and none 
under bodily restraint. The patients all appear to bo very kindly attended 
to and without any cause of complaint. The various apartments arc on 
the whole orderly and maintained with cleanliness, but from a deficient 
supply of water, which is now I understand about being obviated, the 
flooring in some of the corridors was not as well kept as I could desire. 
The dining hall ventilation is much improved by the means suggested 
at a previous visit, and I am glad to find that Dr. Eaton proposes a 
plan for the approval of the Governors, so as to keep the tables in a 
more becoming state than at present ; regarding the antecedents and 
the mode of living of fully four-fifths of the inmates here, when at home 
and sane, it is certainly a most difficult task to teach them order and 
cleanliness, or regularity when violent and unreasonable. 

The provisions which I examined were of good quality, and the statu- 
tory books regularly kept. 

February 10, 1872. 



. Since the date of my last visit the number of patients in the asylum has 
mcreased by ten, there being now 373 between males and females under 
treatment, all whom I saw in their respective divisions or on the grounds 
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industriously occupied. Tlioir general conditions appears to me satis 
factory, while the dormitories and dayrooms were clean and orderlv' 
rho sanitary state of the house is particularly favourable, four onlv of 
the inmates being confined to bed, two of them (males) from accident • 
a broken log in olio ea.se, self-inflicted injury to the eye in another 
With one exception I did not observe that any of the patients was iust 
now lit to be discharged ; the exception referred to was in a man placed 
here m default of security to keep the peace, lie being at the period of 
his reception insane from drink and having been here previously on 
three occasions from tho same cause. As he is now reported to be re- 
covered and his wife desirous he should return home, I have authorized 
the Resident Physician to hand him over to his wife; but from his 
habits and frequency of liis committals to gaol I fear for his future con- 
duct ; still being sane he cannot be legally detained. 

There are at present, fortunately, a large margin of vacancies at the 
male side, being 04, and 14 at the female, with no outstanding applica- 
tions for admission ; but as the tendency of asylums is to become tilled 
with chronic cases, attacks of insanity exceeding recoveries from year to 
year, it tells against accommodation. Still, I anticipate the Ballinasloe 
Asylum will ultimately bo equal to meet all the wants of the district of 
Galway and Roscommon. 

The visits of tho extern officers continue to be very regular, and tho 
attendance of the Governors uniformly adequate. 

The provisions arc all of good quality, and duly supplied. 

September 5, 1872. 



Belfast. 

I find tho general state of the Belfast District Asylum to be very 
satisfactory, while tho sanitary state of the patients leaves little to be 
desired. Six only out of 334 being confined to bed from bodily indis- 
position, and none under restraint. By tho late structural alterations 
about twenty additional bods have been procured at each side of the house. 
The wood-work of tho interior requires to be repainted, and, to guard 
against accidents, I think that window-shutters should be put up in some 
more of the single sleeping-rooms occupied by violent or refractory 
patients. 

I am happy to hear, from tho Matron and Resident Physician, that the 
conduct of the attendants and servants gives them satisfaction. 

February 16, 1872. 



On my visit to the Belfast Asylum t his day, I find there are 329 
patients in the institution, viz. : — 183 males, and 146 females. Their 
sanitary condition is very satisfactory — there being only 5 confined in 
hospital from bodily disease. On going through the refractory divisions 
on botli sides of the house, I was much struck and pleased with the 
quietude that prevailed throughout. There are none under restraint or 
seclusion. 

The satisfactory condition of the Asylum is highly creditable to Dr. 
Stewart and the several officers serving under him, 

April 6, 1872. 
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Oa inspecting tlio Belfast Asylum this clay, I find the number of 
inmates to be 329, or 5 less than on my last visit in February, . since 
which time the accommodation has boon raised for tlio reception ot 380 
patients. ' A very fair margin of vacancies thus exists, and if only due 
care be taken to restrict admissions to suitable cases, such as are actually 
dangerous or offer a favourable lropo of recovery, the institution, for 
ycara to come, may lie able to meet all the legitimate wants of the 

The sanitary condition of the house is very favourable — 5 individuals 
only being confined to bed from bodily disease. I noticed but one person 
under restraint, and that, of a mild form, the party, a female, having just 
attempted to commit suicide. Fortunately, during the spring months, 
inclement though they liavo been, there lias been no epidemic of any 
kind, or a symptom of small-pox. The removal ot the old worn-out 
paper along the corridors is a great improvement, but tlio walls are thereby 
rendered cold and cheerless— tlioy ought to he wainscoted to about four 
feet in height. I think in tlio line weather the patients might be out of 
doors daily on the grounds a couple of hours more than at present, par- 
ticularly the females. I consider the Privy Council regulations are 
being duly attended to. 

May 24, 1872. 



On my inspection of tlio Belfast Lunatic Asylum this day, I find there 
are on the books 188 males and 148 females \ total 366, being only an 
increase of two patients since my visit December 29, 1871. At present 
there are 17 female ancl 17 male vacancies, showing that there as no 
necessity for increase of accommodation. 

I saw all the patients, very many of them, both males and females, are 
industriously employed — the females in the house, and the males princi- 
pally on the land . The sanitary condition of the establishment is highly 
satisfactory, only six patients out of the entire number being m hospital. 
So, notwithstanding the prevalence of small-pox in the lmmedia e 
neighbourhood, not one case lias been fatal, owing in a great measure 
to the very proper precaution taken of limiting the intercourse be ween 
the patients and their friends. On going through the corridors I could 
not but observe how much improved they would be by ha vin g t le wa s 
wainscoted to about the height of 5 feet from the door. Whitewashing 
is also much wanted throughout the establishment, particulaily m ie 
dining hall. 

June 15, 1872. 



The general condition of the Belfast District Asylum, appeals o me o 
be very satisfactory. I have inspected the different wards, corn ors, an 
day-rooms, which are clean, orderly, and well ventilated. 1 © e 
too is ample and of good quality. Of the total number of pa en > 
or 28 more than on my last visit in May, 8 only are confine o e rom 
general debility rather than actual illness. On looking p'Y 6 *’ 
statement reports of the present year, I notice a very diminished morta ity 
comparatively with that of last year, the present average being so very low . 
as not to reach four per cent. In some of the corridore tbe pamtag and 
papering need renovation, it cannot at this season oi f ,7 e ^ j -n

Carlow. 

On my inspection of tlio Carlow District Asylum I find it under all 
circumstances in a satisfactory state, due allowance being made for 
the inconvouieuuo arising from the additional structure— the°occupation 
of some rooms for incidental purposes — and the building of a portion of 
the connecting corridors. Now that the buildings have been commenced, I 
trust (after a long preliminary delay), that they will bo finished within 
the prescribed period — at the same time due allowance should be extended 
to the contractor for strikes among the tradesmen. 

The total number of patients I find to amount to 1 So — 77 chargeable 
to the borough nud county of Carlow, and 108 to the county of Kikfare— 
therelativo proportion being fair, particularly as there are no outstanding 
applications from tho latter county. I learn that the Board has con- 
siderately given a certain accommodation to tho eon I ractor to have a 
a couple of horses on tho promises. I have requested the visiting 
physician to bo particular in not allowing tho liberality of the Board to 
degenerate into an aluiso, and that no strangors be permitted on any 
pretence to come into or remain in tho establishment after six o’clock 
a.ra. and p.m. ; above all that manure bo not permitted to accumulate, 
June 8, 1872. 



I visited the Asylum this day for tho purpose of inquiring into the 
progress cll'ected by the building contractor. Making allowance for the 
delays caused by a strike among the tradesmen and labourers, a fair 
share of work lias been dono, and apparently very well. As all 
differences are now arranged, and a considerable number of additional 
hands is to bo immediately employed, I trust by the month of September 
the male side will be roofed in, accommodation being more urgently 
required for men than women. 

lliere are a few slight alterations in tlio positions of doors which I 
have suggested for bettor convenience, but which will not interfere by 
the cost of an additional farthing. 

With reference to the award made by tho late jury for the ground to 
be purchased, it is, no doubt, greater than the amount of the valuation 
as prepared by the Messrs. Brassington and Gale, still the cost is far 
out-balanced by the absolute necessity of the take and its fixture benefit 
to the institution. 

July 6th. 



The new buildings which I examined this day appear to progress 
satisfactorily though slowly, owing in part to the continuance of un- 
favourable weather. 
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Oil referring to ti resolution of the last Board, in regard to the contract 
for sea-coal, I find tho tender is in due form and by it the sureties are 
responsible on being called on, to perfect the bond. It is a question, 
however for the Board to decide whether under the unforeseen circum- 
stances of a strike which has nearly doubled the price of the article 
tendered for, they ought, and if disposed, they could legally enforce it. In 
the latter instance the Governors can consult their solicitors. 

6th September. 



Castlebar. 

I have this clay inspected the Castlebar District Lunatic Asylum and 
saw all the patients ; there are at present in tho house 116 males, and 
70 females, making a total of 195. They appear to be very carefully 
attended to in all respects ; tliero are none in confinement or under 
restraint. The sanitary condition of the inmates is very satisfactory, 
there being only 4 males out of the entire number in the house confined 
to bed. 

The several dayrooms, dormitories, and corridors, are kept in very 
creditable order, as also tho kitchen and laundry, being clean, orderly, 
and well ventilated. On visiting the dormitories I observed that several 
of the beds were lifted out of their wooden sockets placed under tlieir 
legs for the preservation of the floors. I would suggest their being made 
fast to the bedstead by means of screws, as is clone in some other like 
institutions. This, Dr. Edmundsou informs me, can be done without 
much trouble or expense.

Clonmel. 

The amalgamated Asylum, of the Tipperary District, contains at 
present 394 patients, of whom 138 are in the upper building, and 211 in 
the lower. Of the aggregate 181 are males, and 168 females; the 
proportion between either sex being very close. The general condition 
of the institution at largo I consider to be very satisfactory, particularly 
so in reference to the health of the inmates, not more than three being 
confined to bed from bodily indisposition, and none under mechanical 
restraint of any description. The various apartments, dayrooms, 
dormitories, I consider clean and orderly, and I notice not only that the 
bedding is good and plentiful, but that the inmates are very well and 
decently clad. Here and there, but particularly in the lower house, 
there are incipient signs of dilapidation, some of the fireplaces need 
restoration, while the old flagging not only in some of the bedrooms 
require to be replaced, but also in the passages. The chimney flues, too, 
do not in two or three of the dayrooms appear to draw properly. is 
now fully six years since tlie exterior of the woodwork in. the uppei 
building has been painted.

question of connecting the two Asylums by the. purchase of 1 1 
intervening land has now been in abeyance for some time, as v e as 
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expediency of erecting a suitable cliapcl on it for both houses. I trust 
however, it will not bo neglected, as independent of other more cogent 
reasons, tlio two residout physicians and I. calculate that a savins in 
coal of from 50 to 00 tons a year would be effected. 

The visits of tlio extern officers arc regular and duly entered. The 
provisions are reported to be, as a general rule, unexceptionable.

There avo at this date in the Clonmel District Asylum 341 patients, or 
8 less than on my last inspection in the month of January. Of the 
existing number 174 arc males and 1G7 females — thus indicating the 
close equality of montal disease between the two sexes. The aggregate 
of the former in the county Tipperary being 123,000, and of the latter 
120,000. With regard to the relative proportion of lunatic inmates 
chargeable to the two ridings, the north supports 120, and the south 221 — 
tlio latter having to its population au excess of about 15 percent., still, 
as there are some vacancies in the institution, and no outstanding 
applicants for admission, no inconvenience results. The general 
condition of the establishment, which I examined in detail, needs no 
comment on my part, as X found it in its accustomed order. The 
patients, as a body, were remarkably healthy, and all carefully and 
judiciously attended to. Tlio dayrooms, corridoi's, and dormitories, 
clean and well ventilated, while the bedding and linen nro unexception- 
able. On a former visit I directed the attention of the Board to -some 
sleeping cells at cither side of the. auxiliary house, which being not only 
flagged, hut badly flagged and glooi ny, need renovation. In their present 
state, they are anything but creditable, for nothing can be more unsuited 
to tlio insane than cold, prison-like apartmonts. I trust now that the 
opportunity oilers, as they aro in part unoccupied, the resident 
physician will he authorized to effect all nocessary improvements. "With 
reference to a subject noticed in my last report, namely, the purchase of 
about 4- acres of land separating the two buildings for tlio purpose of 
erecting suitable cliapols for the Protestant and .Roman Catholic inmates, 

, and of immediately connecting the upper with the lower Asylum, 
although such I apprehend would ho the better arrangement, yet as the 
Governors think differently, it would at all events he advisable to cany 
out their own proposition as soon as possible and get possession of a strip 
of ground somo 30 yards wide leading from one building to the other, and 
by means of a tunnel under the high road — if such communication was 
effected, the recommendation of Dr. Garner would be well worthy of 
consideration, as tending not only to utility and practical convenience, 
but to a marked economy in the working of the institution at large, and 
by which a saving of some hundreds a year would ensue. In this opinion 
both physicians coincide with me after fully discussing the question. 
Some of the attendants on their own behalf, as well as that of their 
fellow-servants, spoke to me in regard to the small amount of wages they 
receive, the subject however, I told them, pertained altogether to tlio 
Board of Governors. I cannot, however, but think, there is a margin for 
improvement at the Clonmel Asylum. The scale of wages through Irish 
Asylums generally is now undergoing a favourable revision ; and 
although the application (if to bo made) should have been forwarded to 
the office at the Castle last month, I venture to believe that one passed 
at the coming Board would not be too late, otherwise a year will be lost 
the subordinate members of the staff. 
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The land about both Asylums appears in a forward state of cultivation ; 
the provisions which I saw were all of good quality, and considering the 
contract price of milk, it should at all times bo unexceptionable.

On my inspection of tlie District. Asylum at Clonmel, between the 
upper or parent and the lower house, I find a total of 353 patients, 193 
males and 1G0 females ; the number of available vacancies being 32. 
With few exceptions indeed, I think all these inmates arc suitable cases 
for special treatment — at the outside G or 7 might he placed in the union 
workhouses of the divisions to which they belong, as quiet and utterly 
hopeless ; but for the present, and until a pressure arises from applica- 
tions of urgent lunatics, they may remain. The general state of both 
institutions is very satisfactory, both as regards the patients themselves, 
who are evidently kindly and judiciously treated, and the condition of 
the various apartments occupied by them. In a sanitary point of view 
nothing can be more favourable — in fact, no person is confined to bed 
from bodily indisposition. I am happy to perceive that tlie Board has 
decided on making a direct communication between both houses, and 
hope, the sum proposed, .£2,000, will allow the erection of a chapel, so 
absolutely needed.

The number of lunatic inmates this day in the Cork District Asylum 
amounts to 649 between the sexes, which are nearly equal, of the to a 
108 are chargeable to the city, which, relatively to its population, lias 
more accommodation than the county. In the two infirmaries, the o c 
one being latterly occupied, there are 58 patients, and in them aie 
confined to bed by illness. Within the past two months there has been 
an increase of 9 generally throughout the house, and of tie as ^ 
admissions I find no less than 13 have been committed by magistrates 
warrants, some without apparently justifiable reason, not being c angei 
ous— old and debilitated individuals. It cannot then be a matter ot 
surprise that the institution is much overcrowded, fully by from ou to 
60 beds. That one alternative now remains, and that is, to erec a para 
building to tlie male Infirmary for the reception of women, an in om^ 
so to avoid oversights similar to those already committed, an o ex 
careful supervision in all the details of structure.

I think that as soon 
as possildii tlio two workshops should bo restored to the laundry au( i 
provision olsowhore. made for workshops. The store .department is about 
as laid ns it possihly could ho— it is discreditable to the institution for 
no matter how clean any articles, such as linen, blankets, Ac. Ac. may 
be brought into it they must soon bucoiuo soiled and disfigured without 
shelves and presses, often tossed about on flagged moist floors from want 
of proper protection. Tlio apartment itself admits of full improvement 
by removing the Hags, substituting a tiled or wooden floor, and construct 
11*8 m u P sta ™ room. The grounds in front of the building have latterly 
assumed a now aspect, and are being laid down, while the commodious 
roads and walks for tlio oxorciso of tlio patients, no longer confined so 
closely ms they were in dark and ill- ventilated yards, cannot but prove 
most useful. The sanitary condition of tlio Asyimn is very satisfactory 
and the inmates appear to be carefully attended to — their dayrooms and 
dormitories aro clean and orderly. 1 was gratified to hear from the 
Resident Physician and Matron that tlio servants and attendants give 
thorn as a body great satisfaction.

At the dato of my last inspection of tlio Cork District Asylum there 
wore in the institution O i l) lunatic inmates ; on the present there are GGO, 
or an increase of ele ven in less than four months. As the house then 
contained fifty-six patients more than its duo complement I directed the 
attention of the Board to the obvious necessity of an enlarged accommo- 
dation— an accommodation now still more apparent; at the same time 
suggesting that tlio most direct and satisfactory mode of mooting the 
necessity would bo in erecting a female infirmary of equal size, and 
parallel to tlio one already occupied at tlio male side. No steps have 
been taken by the Governors in the matter, which, if farther overlooked, 
will be brought under tlio consideration of the Lord Lieutenant in council, 
as well as the advisability of making provision elsewhere for the lunatic 
poor of this very extensive) district, portions of which vary from sixty 
to one hundred miles from tlio city. Independent of the insane inmates 
tliore aro 84 inmates on the staff, comprising attendants and servants 
resident on the premises, and constituting a gross total of 749 adult;. 
With respect to the interior organization of the establishment, so far 
at least as the patients themselves arc personally concerned, I consider 
it in a satisfactory condition. The day-rooms, corridors, dormitories, 
and single sleeping apartments, are clean and orderly, the bedding good, 
and the general clothing of the inmates, both male and female, quite 
suitable to their condition. The attendants too appear to be kind, well 
conducted, and observant of tboir duties. Out of the average number 
of patients in the Asylum during the past month I find that 17G males 
were industriously occupied daily, and 192 females, or about tlrrec-iifths 
of the whole, while those confined to bed from illness amounted only to 
^rp? ver y proportion indeed, being but two per cent. 

. -j-* 1Q admissions through magisterial warrants continue numerous, 
hitherto few of them however being actually dangerous. I apprehend a 
great laxity prevails out of doors in regard to these cases, the results of 
which tend to an overcrowding of the Asylum. Since my last inspection 
I regret to find that not only the dryingroom attached to the laundry 
hgs been burned down (the 1 3th March), but also a portion of the Turkish 
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bath, on Friday the 28th of J une, and which was used for drying pur- 
poses, to the exclusion of baths for the patients, thus the institution at 
present has neither baths nor a dry-house. It is to be regretted that for 
a period of nearly four months the Board did not have erected proper 
drying closets, for nothing can be more unsatisfactory than the existing 
state of things, both in reference to the health of the patients and a 
proper supply of linen and other wearing apparel. The laundry is ill- 
constructed, and quite inadequate to the wants of so large an institution, 
originally intended to meet the requirements of 500 lunatics, a third of 
it was subsequently converted to other purposes by order of the Board. 
Now, with no less than GGO patients, and a consequently increased staff, 
little argument is needed to prove its inefficiency. Irrespective, however, 
of a limited area the appliances are very defective, there being no means 
for washing the foul linen of epileptics and idiots of filthy habits except 
by hand, than which nothing can possibly be more offensive or unwhole- 
some. Here, as in every well regulated Asylum, there ought to be 
suitable machines for this purpose. The store-rooms too are close and 
untidy, particularly that in which salt, fish, butter, eggs, pickling barrels 
with rust-eaten hoops, &c ., are heaped up together. The second Privy 
Council rule directs that at each meeting two or three Governors should 
inspect the house or portions of it. An occasional visit even by some 
members of the Board to the latter-named localities could not I am sure 
fail from the personal experience thus afforded of being more beneficial 
to the institution than the observations I am officially bound to make, 
and so often in regard to their condition, while with reference to the 
erection of sheds in the airing-yards so long mooted and so long deferred, 
the Committee of the Spring Grand Jury complained of the deficiency. 
Iu some of the corridors and day rooms the ventilation especially in close 
wet weather, such as the present, is by no means sufficient ; the want, 
however, can he easily and economically remedied in the mode proposed. 
The provisions which I examined were of good quality, hut as the meat 
was not in accordance with the parts immediately contracted for the 
Resident Physician had portions of it returned. Within the year material 
improvements have been effected out of doors, but there is no provision 
in the way of farm offices as pointed out by one of the city members, Mr. 
Maguire. The front grounds of the Asylum are now being tastefully 
laid down, and with some ornamental planting.

_ On my present visit to the Cork District Asylum I find as I have had 
hitherto had the opportunity of reporting that the patients are carefully 
and kindly attended to, all of whom I have seen. The rooms occupied 
by them, are clean and well ventilated, the bedding in the dormitories 
good, and as a body both males and females warmly clad. The temper- 
ature throughout the house is wholesome. With the exception of the 
infirm from age or primitive debility of constitution, there is no illness 
whatever, notwithstanding the unseasonable weather so prevalent this 
autumn. The total number of inmates is 4 less than when I was here 
in July last, the present being 656 — 170 are chargeable to the city, and 
485 to the couuty. I have requested the Resident Medical Superinten- 
dent to make out a return * as far as can be done of the patients belonging

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to the two ridings of the district; the men exceed the number of females 
by 48, in fact the male side is much overcrowded, so that the necessity 
of the proposed enlargement of the Asylum is obviously most urgent. 
The plans made out by the architect will bo immediately examined by 
the Board of Control, I hope in the early part of next week, so that no 
time may bo lost in preparing specification, &c., <fcc. 

The house occupied by the land steward is so dilapidated that it appears 
to mo highly advisable that steps should be at once taken for its perma- 
nent repair. I omit any particular observations in regard to deficiencies 
already and so frecpiently noticed by mo, in the clothes store, laundry, 
yards, die., etc., on the present occasion, but I trust at no future period 
I shall bo charged as elsewhere with a neglect of duty, or a disregard to 
the well-being of the insane, indeed I feel perfectly sure I shall not by 
any of the Governors of the Cork District Asylum.

Downpatrick. 

Oil my inspection of the Downpatrick Asylum this day, I have to 
report for the information of the Governors, that I found it in a highly 
satisfactory state, both as regards the condition of the patients them- 
selves who are evidently most kindly and judiciously treated, but the 
organization of the establishment at largo — the day-rooms, corridors and 
dormitories are clean, fresh and orderly — the boddiug good and kept 
with becoming neatness — the female divisions struck me as being 
particularly neat, and I make no doubt, that in duo course the apartments 
occupied by the males will present a somewhat similar appearanco, they 
cannot however, be expected to bo maintained as at the female side. 
Since the dato of my last visit I notice various improvements attended 
to in my then report, to have been effected, particularly in regard to the 
water-closets anil lavatories, but as yob nothing has been done in the 
way of panelling tlio refractory divisions which essentially require it. 
I would also make reference to the expediency of whitewashing the 
interior of the house generally, fully agreeing as I do with the resident 
physician that there is no greater safeguard against disease, particularly 
of an. epidemic character, than the use of lime as whitewash — out of the 
total number of inmates 272 exactly the same amount as on my last 
inspection, there are only seven confined to bed from bodily affections or 
rather from debility — as to restraint it has never been employed directly 
or indirectly since the opening of the institution, while the breakages 
of glass, or injury to furniture is not worth mentioning, a fact indicative 
of the good results of non-restraint and kindliness of manner towards 
the insane. There are no particular domestic wants which at present I 
deem necessary to bring before the Board, bub 1 venture to reiterate my 
ad vice given in June last, on the advisability of increasing the farm, 
a measure which in other similar institutions I have been in the habit 
of urging and I am happy to say successfully. I know from experience, 
that the larger the extent of land belonging to an asylum, the greater 
is the economy, and it should he remembered that the money for 
purchase is advanced without one penny of interest being charged, the 
repayment being made in a saiies of years of the sum actually lent, thus 
if land cost £1,400 for the fee simple £100 a year would be payable 
for fourteen years. 

The cost of milk alone amounts to about £450 per annum, and of but- 
ter £120, but independent of gain occupation is afforded to the patients. 

The provisions supplied by contractors appears to be of good quality. 
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I am happy to learn that the attendants and servants are uniformly 
well conducted. 

The books prescribed by Order in Council are regularly kept, and the 
visits of the extern officers duly entered.

Ennis. 

On an inspection of this, the Clare District Asylum, made by me last 
September, there were in the house 235 patients, or nine less than at 
present. Thus gradually the full complement for which the institution 
was intended — namely, 2 GO, is steadily approaching. Unfortunately the 
different Boards of Guardians throughout the county with the exception 
of the Ennis and Itilrusli, labouring under the misconception that the 
payment for the maintenance of an individual in the asylum presses 
less on the rates of an Union, because such payment is levied on the 
district at large than if he were resident in the poorhouse, deny 
admission to the idiotic, tranquil, and helpless insane — thus the asylum 
is becoming not only a receptacle for incurable patients at considerably 
more than double the cost of their support in a workhouse, but its 
beds will soon be occupied to the detriment of urgent and easily 
cured cases of lunacy \ while in the end expensive enlargement of this 
institution must be the result. If the Unions collectively received the 
hopelessly demented, it is quite clear, one with another, they would be 
gainers, as the expenditure would be equalized, and all future difficulties 
and outlays would be obviated. 

The general state of the asylum continues to be satisfactory, but 
essentially so in regard to the health and general quietude of the 
patients, none of whom are under any form of restraint, and one only 
in temporary seclusion in a padded room — whilst but three are confined 
to bed by illness of a serious character. The dormitories are clean and 
orderly, with good bedding and bedclothes, save as to counterpanes, 
which in some are worn out ; however, the Resident Medical Super- 
intendent informs me that he is daily expecting a new supply. As a 
body the patients, both male and female, appear to be decently and 
comfortably clad. I would desire to see more of them industriously 
occupied, particularly of the men out of doors, there being ample room 
for employment about the grounds, and especially in front of the building. 
The attention of the steward and gardener should be directed to this 
fact. I regret to observe the dayrooms and corridors are still quite 
nude of any simple ornamentation, cheerless and monotonous even 
the primitive whitewashed walls are in many places dingy and 
discoloured — no doubt the interior sides of some of the doors have been 
recently repainted, but the interior are untouched. I am fully aware 
that the keeping up of an institution such as a lunatic asylum, is much 
more expensive than that of ordinary public establishments for the poor. 
Still the cost is necessarily incidental to buildings . exceptional m 
themselves, as their every complex construction best indicates. 

I would consequently respectfully urge on the Board of Governors the 
propriety of authorizing Dr. Daxon to carry out from time to tune such 
improvements as he may submit to them for consideration, so as o 
bring the Ennis asylum (on) towards a par with the great o 

other similar establishments. I find for paying patients *140 per 
year is received, a fair portion of which would annually be fully equal 
to meet all exigencies. 

Some of the airing yards have been altered for the better since my 
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laat inspection, oLliora aro nearly as indifferent as formerly. I ti'ust 
however, that before the close of the coming autumn, as they should be 
available in the winter mouths, that all will bo properly laid down and 
with suitable gravel walks. It is satisfactory to find, both from the 
resilient Physician anil Matron, that the moral conduct of the servants 
and attendants is uniformly good, and that they fulfil their various 
duties. A longer delay than could be desired has taken place in the 
issue of an Order in Council to increase tho scale of their wao-es as 
recommended by the Hoard; hut one will he certainly forwarded In the 
course of the month. The provisions which I examined, bread milk 
meat, etc., were all of unexceptional quality ; and as hitherto I find the 
attendance of the extern officers regular.

The condition of tho Clare District Asylum I find on the whole 
satisfactory, particularly so in regard to the care bestowed on the 
patients, who as a body aro very tranquil, orderly, and healthy, three 
individuals at the male side anil one at the female being only confined 
to bod from bodily illness, and with ono exception, not of a serious 
character. The dormitories and bedding arc well kept, and the clothing 
in good repair. I cannot say much in favour of the corridors and dry- 
rooms, which are bleak and cheerless, far more so than in any similar 
institution in the country savo Limerick. No approach to comfort ora 
little ornamentation, which at a very small expense would be easily 
obtained. As tho Governors seldom or ever go round tho house, they 
cannot be cognizant of the deficiency I rofor to. I would, as an experi- 
ment, submit that a few pounds bo handed to tho Kesident Physician to 
ho laid out by him for the above object. Since the date of my last 
visit I notice that various improvements have been effected both inter- 
nally and on tho grounds. And I am glad to learn that the Board 
contemplate the establishment of a dairy ; on this point it will obtain 
unquestionable information in the report of the Inspectors just presented 
to Parliament, on the produce of tho farm under their management at 
tho Criminal Asylum near Dublin. 

The provisions which I examined were all of good quality. 
Septombcr 2Gth. 



I have this day inspected tho Ennis District Lunatic Asylum, and 
have to report favourably on its general condition as to order and 
cleanliness, with one or two exceptions. On tho male side, on going 
into an attendant’s room in No. 2 Division, I found it in a very untidy 
and discreditable state, to which I drew Dr. Daxon’s attention. I beg 
to call the attention of the Board of Governors to the necessity of having 
the straw mattresses protected from injury produced by the rusting of 
the bars of the bedsteads, which in time will necessitate the procuring 
of a fresh supply at a considerable expense. I consider this would be 
best obviated by furnishing each of the iron bedsteads with about one 
yard of cocoa-fibre matting, which lias been found to answer the purpose 
in other like institutions. 

When visiting the kitchen, I found it so full of steam from the eva- 
poration of the boilers, that I could not distinguish the persons in it, 
therefore strongly recommended a louvre being placed in the roof. On 
inspecting the provisions I saw they were of good quality. I am glad 
to observe that the female side of the house has been recently white- 
washed ; it would be a further improvement if the woodwork was 
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varnished I understand from tlio resident medical officers that tlm 
male side 'is about to be got into the same good order. No 1 division 
mi that side is kept very clean and orderly, contrasting with the other 
divisions on tlie same side.

Enniscorthy. 

There are at present in the Wexford District Asylum a total of 229 
patients of whom 123 are males, and 10G females. Of their general 
condition I have to report most favourably ; they are most carefully 
attended to, and in every respect indicate the kind and judicious treat- 
ment which they receive. . . , . .. , , 

At all times the sanitary state of this institution lias been particularly 
wood hut on no former inspection have I noticed it so satisfactory as 
Just now, there being hut one person confined to bed from bodily 
illness, and none under any form or semblance of restraint. 

The mortality which on an average reaches to about seven or eight 
per cent, hi Lunatic Institutions, has been here not one-half of that 
amount during the past year. The interior of the house is most credit- 
ably maintained ; it is not only clean, orderly, and well ventilated, but 
is gradually assuming a homely and very comfortable character. I 
think the male yards admit of improvement as suggested by me to Dr. 
Sliiell, and that under the large shed which is now used for patients 
more particularly in wet weather, a flooring of asphalt should be laid 
down in place of the rough gravel on which many of the inmates occupy 
themselves in dancing. . 

The Resident Physician submitted for my perusal a resolution passed 
at the last meeting of the Board, and I shall have the information 
required duly transmitted with an approximate tabular statement of t le 
wages elsewhere paid to servants and attendants. 

March 31st, 1872. 

On my inspection of Enniscortliy Lunatic Asylum this day I find 
there are at present in the establishment 127 males and 104 fema es 
under treatment for mental disease, tlieir bodily condition being most 
satisfactory, none being confined to bed. On visiting the severs ay- 
rooms and exercise yards, I was particularly struck with the quie ant 
orderly manner of the inmates ; they were all more or less occupied in 
useful employment or amusement, and seemed to be as happy an con- 
tented as the circumstances of tlieir peculiar cases would appear to admit. 

The extreme cleanliness, order and comfort which pervade throughout 
indicate the very great attention and zeal of the Resident IV e 1 
Superintendent, reflecting much credit on that officer. . 

The grounds are very much improved since my last visi o wi 
respect to the laying out of walks and the extension of til age. 
myself of the present opportunity of again recommending 01 
favourable consideration of the Board of Governors the grea a 
of having a greenhouse constructed for the purpose of giowing p <• 
furnish and ornament the various galleries and corridors.

At tho date of my present inspection I find that since my last visit to 
the Killamcy District Asylum in September, 1871, there are nine 
patients more than on tlmt occasion. It was then overcrowded at the 
liialo side, while tho hospital, which should ho reserved for persons 
labouring under contagious, or severe buddy disease, has been converted 
to general accommodation. Horn the continuously increasing number 
of admissions, l see no alternative but to enlarge lie aeeonimodation for 
male patients, by about lifty or sixty beds, as already suggested by me. 
I ho .necessity in (’.ho greater owing to tho indiscriminate mode ill which 
iiifLgi.st.mtoM force ImmticH on tho institution under the pretext of their 
being dangerous, wbon they actmilly arc not so, and in some cases 
physically incapable, of being so. Notwithstanding, however, the 
thronged condition of tlio house, nothing can bo moro satisfactory than 
its sanitary state, two inmates only being con lined to bed out of an 
aggregate of Ihil ; a fact, no doubt, materially owing to their constant 
exorcise out of doors, indeed this day fully two hundred between both 
sexes wore in tlio open air, and thus the interior of t-lio building becomes 
particularly fresh and well ventilated. Tlio day-rooms, dormitories, 
and corridors are kept with a due regard to order and cleanliness, as 
well as the bedding generally and dress of tho patien ts. 1 feel conse- 
quently justified in reporting most favourably of tlio Killariiey Asylum. 

I regrot much to lch.ni that an official connected with this establish- 
ment, who lately died, should have botrayed his trust, and thus forfeited 
for his memory’s sake the good opinion entertained for liim by the Board, 
an opinion so strong as that the Governors sought authority to make 
some handsome donation to his family at their meeting in November. 
Fortunately at the time I suggested that the Board should recommend a 
definite sum, which probably, as in other parallel cases, might be £100 
or a year’s salary, an amount which the Inspectors would have supported ; 
so much then may be deducted from his defalcations, and reduce the loss 
thereby to the district. 

I perceive tho attendants — as a body— are seeking an increase to their 
wages, in accordance with what is now obtaining generally throughout 
Irish Lunatic Asylums, and considering the responsible and increasing 
duties, of the servants in them, I would respectfully suggest favourable 
attention to their memorial.

T find it satisfactory, so far as the careful and judicious treatment of the 
indents is in question, and also in regard to the order and general organi- 
Lion of the establishment. The day-rooms, corridors, and dormitories 
ire maintained, as hitherto, with marked cleanliness ; none of the inmates 
‘ confined to bed, with the exception of one in an advanced stage ot 
consumption, and none under any form of restraint, though on my present 
visit 1 notice a greater number excitable and refractory than on any 
previous occasion. In my last report, on the 5th March, I directed the 
attention of the Board to the very limited accommodation then 
oxistinr in the institution, remarking that m the course of a few months 
there was an increase of nine lunatics, the total number between males 
and females being 261. To-day there are 209, or eight more. It is 
miite obvious that fresh provision for the insane poor of the distinct is 
necessary, and the more so, as actually the house is overcrowded just 
now hv fully forty patients, even at the female side there is not a single 
vacancy. Under these circumstances I trust the Board will trice the 
subject under their earliest consideration, as I must otherwise oflicially 
report them to the Executive as a matter of duty.

Laying aside the ques- 
lon o erecting a new Asylum, the present one should, as an accepted 
a eina ive, at least for a time, bo at once improved, with, suitable 
thTBoaid t0 meCt the WantS ah ‘ ead y bron S llb by me under tlie notice of 
Thei’e is not adequate day-room accommodation. X reckoned tliirty- 
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two persons congregated in an apartment cloven feet wide, twenty-four 
long, and about twelve foot high— sueli a number in wet, closo weather, 
and confined all day, in out of nil proportion to the area. There is no 
infirmary in the Institution, the bath-rooms are wretchedly deficient, 
there are no indoor water-closets, even for females. There is no dining- 
hall one which properly arranged could also serve as a recreation hall ; 
no suitable place of worship, while the laundry and kitchen are truly 
discreditable to the establishment. As the Governors seem determined 
to retain the premises for air Asylum, they should bo made suitable to the 
object. So strongly am I impressed with the necessity of meeting 
requirements, that I frankly, but not the less respectfully, submit these 
'observations for the consideration, of the Board. 

The provisions arc reported to me as being on the whole of good 
quality, with the exception of milk occasionally indifferent. The 
attendance of the extern officers is very regular, and duly entered by 
them ; and I am happy to learn from the resident physician and matron 
that the servants are kind in demeanor towards the patients, careful and 
well conducted.

The state of the Maryborough District Asylum, which I have just 
inspected, is in every respect satisfactory, both as regards the patients 
themselves, who appear to bo most carefully treated, ns well as the 
orderly condition of the various departments, which are maintained 
with a marked attention to cleanliness and ventilation the only defi- 
ciency observable in the latter being about to be remedied on the 
suggestion of the resident medical superintendent.

There are on the occasion of my present visit to the Monaghan District 
Lunatic Asylum 243 patu a its in it, of whom 124 are males aud 119 
females, chargeable on the. total, III) (<» Monaghan, and 124- to Cavan, 
the respective population of the two comities being 112,000 in 
Monaghan and 140,000 in (la .van; the smaller division of the district, 
from its greater proximity to the institution, having about a third more 
proportionally than the larger. However, as there are many available 
vacancies and no applicants for admission, no inconvenience can result. 
I find that there are only two paying patients in the house. 

Tlie general condition of the establishment is satisfactory ; there exist 
various defects which require some time to remedy, and as, with the 
sanction of the Hoard of Cl o vomers, the resident physician is engaged 
in improvements, I make no doubt but that this asylum will by the 
close of tlio summer he very much improved. As a body the inmates 
are healthy, and although the. infirmaries are more occupied than usual, 
but few arc confined to bod from bodily ailments.. The day-rooms, 
corridors, and dormitories are orderly, clean, and well ventilated. I 
think, however, tho temperature in some of them to be rather low. 
The number of attendants to the patients I consider .very liberal, being 
about one to twelve. Although tho Hoard 1 understand dissents from 
mo oil the question of erecting sheds for containing a supply of coal, I 
still suggest the utility of their erection, from an experience of what 
obtains elsewhere in every other like institution, and the benefits 
derivable therefrom. Tlie extern officers appear to attend with great 
regularity, and I am happy to hear a favourable report from. Dr. 
Robertson and the matron of tho conduct of the servants and attendants, 
and that the supply of provisions is in every respect satisfactory. I 
regret that since the date of my last inspection, tlie county Monaghan 
and the Board of Governors should have lost by the unexpected death 
of Colonel Leslie such a valuable and respected member.

Then, exist now Mb vacancies, 
30 for males ami 47 for females, without any outstanding ap- 
ulicntious for admissioii. Many, however, ns are the vacancies, not 
the less care should he taken to prevent unsuitable cases from limng 
received as tlio tendency in all like institutions is to ultimate over- 
crowdin' — tho recoveries not lining by any moans proportional to the 

admissions Tlindthe Asylum generiillynmeh improved, and the inmates 

as heretofore kindly and judiciously atlemled to. with a marked mumiuity 
from bodily disease, in fact thoso in the hospitals labour only iiudor the 
natural iuiirmities of old ago or constitutional debility. Within the 
present year no accident of any kind has occurred, neither lias there 
been an escape, two facts best indicative of constant supervision, l ie 
dormitories and single colls are clean, orderly and wel ventilated, tlie 
more especially thoso nil tho second floor, which are kept with much 
neatness, the heckling, too, appears to bo ample anil of good quality. 1 le 
day-rooms and corridors on the ground Hour I cannot but regard as 
somewhat nude and cheerless ; I am no advocate of useless or uncalled 
for expense, still at a very trifling cost they could bo rendered more 
homely and comfortable in appearance. A lew pounds judiciously 
expended (as they would lie sure to lie) by the resident medical 

superintendent in each day-n would elfect a great improvement. I 

would therefore submit to the Hoard its authorising .linn to do i so 
exporimentully in two of the female sitting rooms. Notwithstanding 
the unfavourable, state of the weather for the past season, great improve- 
ments have boon effected in tlio front airing courts and on the giounds 
generally — the plantations ton are tastefully arranged, and m the course 
of a few' rears will no doubt bo very ornamental. 1 mw*t again adveit 
to the utter want of suitable coal stores at this institution, and would 
impress on the Governors the advisability of obviating ns wan , 
score not only of convenience, but equally so ot economy, it horn 
recognised from experiments that a ciuitiuued exposure of soft coal 
wind and ruin deteriorates the article by about twen y pel cen ., no 
much observablo from quantity as by depriving 1 >) *ni ex a i 
gas of its heating and lighting qualities. 1 ain happy o o. of the 
Dr. Robertson is ongagmd in remedying the defective condom of t ic 
sewerage, mainly thrmigl, patients' labour, as well as m recolouring the 

corridor walls and passages. t 

Tlio provisions, ™hich I examined, were of good quaht^d 1 
informed are regularly supplied. The extern oilicers as 
punctual in their attendance, duly entering their visi s.

The health 
ol tlm patients is very satisfactory, thorn lining out of the entire number 
only two in laid ; them are none miller restraint or seclusion, which 
speaks well for I, ho earn and discipline nf tlm Asylum. 

1 cxaiuinud tlm several articles ol food and found them of good quality. 
I found every part of the house very clean, orderly, and well ventilated. 
The woodwork, which in many places is very much out of repair, is in 
process of being restored.

MuLLlNtiAR. 

.I.lie number ot patients at this date in I, lie Mullingar District Asylum 
amounts to .170 in tlm aggregate, 202 being males and 177 females; 
■while as divided between tlm three enmities the total is made up of 141 
chargeable to Westmeath, 1(18 to Meath, :md 70 to Longford. Taking 
the relative proportion ol the three counties this proportion would 
appear to be a lair one ; at all events there is new ample accommodation 
for tho lunatic wants of the district. 

l.ho condition ol tlm establishment, at largo is highly satisfactory, both 
as regards the inmates themselves and tlmir persona) eoiulorts, as well as 
the order, regularity, am l marked cleanliness observable in tho various 
day-rooms ami dormitories throughout both male, and lamalo divisions. 
Institutions for tlm insane, no doubt alike in tho cost of erection as well 
as ol i Maintenance, are more expensive than ordinary public buildings of a 
charitable nature; but, when properly conducted, they are in the end 
economical irom alleviating maladies, the propagation, of which, in asocial 
point, of view, would bo productive of so much evil. 

Ihe Mullingar Asylum is now in excellent working order, with land 
attached to it irom the recent purchase, not only sufficient to afford full 
employment to the patients, but most remunerative to the ratepayers, 
from tlm terms on which the loan has been advanced by Government. 
The bedding all through tho house is good and plentiful ; but tho furni- 
ture is rather scant, particularly in regard to suitable seats aud cliairsin 
the iuiirmaries. I think, too, that in the large rooms lately constructed, 
blinds are much needed, tlm cross glare of light especially in summer 
would bn too great without them, unless the plan of muffing the 
windows, ns at the Enniseortliy Asylum, be adopted; it might be well 
for Dr. Berkeley to see it before incurring tlm expense of fixing blinds, he 
can subsequently report his opinion to the Governors. 

The statutory regulations for Asylum management I consider to be 
duly attended to in this institution.

On my present inspection of the Mullingar District Asylum the whole 
es ablisliment appears to me to he highly satisfactory in its details of 
management. I carefully examined into them. The number of patients 
amounts to 392 20G males and 186 females ; chargeable as follows to 
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three constituent counties of tin, .listrict— 151 tn_W.Mtmo.ith, 105 to 
to Meath, and 73 to Lougfiml, the relative proportions tut to population 
heinn fairly maintained. hongbml is Hli^litly under its quota, hut then 
there lire no api>licanix from it. As u body the inmates are well clad 
■md remarkably healthy ; none under restraint ol a mechanical character ; 
some three or four very refractory and dangerously inclined females 
weir a sort of strait waistcoat or jacket for their own protection, and to 
prevent injury to others. Since the date of my last visit indeed I may 
observe within this present year, no accident has occurred m the house. 
The bedding all through the Asylum is good and ample ; the day-rooms, 
corridors, and dormitories are clean and orderly. The largo sleeping 
apartments in the new buildings are, however, nude and cheerless, as well 
as the sitting-rooms adjoining them. Xu wintry and wet weather they 
reauiro being kept up to' a regular ami wholesome temperature. 1 think 
matting should be procured for them, and thoshuttors properly adjusted. 
The laundry and kitchen departments are now in every respect improved. 

I cannot say so much of the airing yards either at the male or female 
side. I am happy to find that no less than 40 moil are on an average 
daily on the farm, and about 50 miscellaneously employed m or out of 
doors; while .13 women are occupied in needlework, lb m the laundry, 
and 39 cleaning the corridors. As i consider useful occupation the best 
remedy for the cure or alleviation of mental affections, I look upon its 
extent at this institution as very commendable, and 1 imticipate that 
with the additional land lately purchased the Heard of Governors will 
have to regard the Mullingar Asylum both as economical ami creditable 
to the district at largo. Tim existing gate-entrance is by no means in 
character ; an open and tasteful iron gate should supersede tho old worn 
out and lumbering wooden olio, as lias been effected at -Kilkenny, 
Wexford, and elsewhere. My attention was directed by the resident 
physician to two eases of malingering, both in soldiers, now m the 
Asylum, and who w i 11 ho forth with sent 1 mek to gaol, or I hope to the mili- 
tary prison at Fort Pitt The attendant who succeeded in arrertmg them 
on board the steamer after their escape deserves great credit. The visits 
of the extern officers arc regular and duly entered The conduct of the 
subordinate staff I learn from Dr. Berkeley and the matron gn» thorn 
satisfaction. Tho provisions, too, are reported to me as being ge y 
of a good quality .

There are at this ditto 111) patients in the Omagh District Asylum, of 
whom 2G(> are males, and .1 females. ( )f the aggregate, 3H are charge- 
ahlo to the county Ty rone and L‘b r > to Fermanagh. Tho relative pro- 
portion of the whole aeeominodation in the house is to Tyrone and 
J. r i7 to lAinuanagh- thus it appears that actually lioth counties equally 
participate in the general distribution of beds. This is satisfactory, as 
indicating Limb tlio requirements of the more distant county from the 
institution are duly administered to, although the ( lovornors belonging 
to it. are much less numerous in their attendances at the Board meetings. 
.1 he ■vacancies amount in (» 1 — i»l) being available fertile county Tyrone 
and 22 lor .I'ern ia.na.gh — hul it unfortunately happens that these, vacancies 
are all at the female side, the male ininales being 10 in excess. Should 
the pressure increase a portion of the infirmary must he converted to 
genera.] purposes. 

\Vith reference to the condition ol the patients and the interior organ- 
ization ot the establishment, I may repeal., as hi Llierfco frequently stated 
in my reports, that while, the former are treated both medically and 
morally with all due, care, the day-rooms, corridors, and dormitories are 
maintained willi order and cleanliness. The bedding all through the 
house is excellent, uuieh improved by l.lm use of hail* mattresses, with 
palliasses instead ol cocoa libre as formerly. This change, no doubt at 
first expensive, will in the end prove economical. Tho . sanitary state of 
the A sylum leaves little, to he desired, six individuals only being confined 
to bed, more, from physical debility than real bodily ailment, while no 
person is under nioehaiiieul restraint of any hind, though I noticed some 
in a, high state of excitement. 

Thoculiriary department :is in good working order, and the. laundry 
lias been much improved by the ironing-room recently constructed at iny 
suggestion. .1 think a second boiler for foul clothes, now that theaccom- 
iriodation for patients lias been increased, is much needed, andean without 
any difficulty he placed as recommended by the resident physician. It 
will be further advisable to enlarge the drying ground, as at present when 
the wind is at all easterly smut from the adjacent chimneys falls on the 
clothes. A portion of the garden given up by Dr. West might be easily 
made available for this object. 

There is a very important point to which I would direct the attention 
of the Board, having regard to the safety of the patients. A boundary 
wall has been just finished enclosing the lately purchased farm to a 
certain extent, the remaining portion of tho farm being bounded by the 
river, which in some parts when flooded is deep and rapid. It is highly 
essential for the protection of tho inmates that a strong and la-ond quick- 
set hedge should be made along tho bank, the material already exists to 
a considerable extent if properly attended to, as the steward proposes. 
I am not aware of any means existing hero for the utilization of the 
sewerage of this large institution, now particularly that over twenty acres 
of land have been added to it. 
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The visits of the extern officers are regular — those of the Roman 
Catholic chaplain might have been greater. With the exception of the 
Board contract, occasionally a very indifferent article being supplied, I 
understand tlie others are duly fulfilled.

Sligo. 

On my present inspection of the Sligo District Lunatic Asylum I find 
it contains 2(55 patients, being G more than in September last. At that 
time I noticed the overcrowded state of the institution, and the incon- 
venience arising from converting the female infirmaries into dormitories 
for the male -working classes, and the consequent interference with a due 
classification of the inmates. Of the total number — or 265 — 157 are 
chargeable to Sligo and 108 to Leitrim, a fair proportion as regards the 
relative population of the two counties. The male sex preponderates, 
there being 148 men under treatment, and only 117 females. I have 
examined the proposed plans of enlarged accommodation as submitted to 
the Board by Mr. Deane, the architect, and consider them on the whole 
very well adapted for tlieir object. 

The sanitary condition of the house is most satisfactory, there being 
but three patients actually confined to bed from bodily illness, and not one 
under restraint ; indeed the patients all appear to be orderly and quiet. 
The various apartments are kept clean, and the bedding as well as the 
bodily clothing of tlie inmates is ample, and generally speaking in good 
repair. I think, however, some of the corridors and bed-rooms are not 
as well maintained as heretofore, requiring more attention to system and 
neatness j tlie matting in them should be removed when the weather 
becomes more settled, and tlie furniture, chairs, benches, &c., &c., redone 
up and repaired. A recurrence of the accident by fire in the drying 
closets will be best obviated by separating them as much as possible from 
the laundry by thicker partition walls up to the roof, such as are now 
constructed in the new Asylums. The provisions had by contract are 
unexceptionable. On reference to the visits of the external officers they 
seem to he regular and duly noted. The number of men usefully em- 
ployed in this Asylum, both in and out of doors, I have here always 
observed to be fully as great, if not more than in any similar institution 
in this country ; that of the females is on an average fair. 

On inquiring from Dr. M‘Munn, I learn that there is no regular night 
attendant or watch at either the male or female side, and, as very 
properly remarked by Mr. Olplierts, necessity should supersede economy. 
I think it would be beneficial if a female was employed at one side of the 
house to attend on the sick or urgent cases, and a man at the male who 
would perform similar duties, and visit, at stated times, to he marked 
down on a check clock, every portion of tlie establishment for protection 
sake against accidents. _ , 

The number of attendants-to -that of the- patients is about at present 
one to fifteen, while one to twelve or thirteen would not be, taking 
asylums generally into account, a disproportionate ratio. In tlie original 
construction of tlie liouse a mistake (not of easy rectification) appears to 
me to toe occurred. I refer to the -windows in the private rooms allo- 
cated to the resident physician, which, for practicable purposes, should 
be lowered in such a manner as might be suggested by Mr. Deane. 

March 25th, 1872. 
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Thn progressive iiw.ni.-iHo of patients noticed in my report last March as 
having taken place in the previous six months, is burno out in the six 
months about to expire, (or siiiee then there is an addition of ( J patients 
the number proportionally being 205 ns against 274 at present. Con- 
sidering that the Asylum was constructed for only 250 lunatic inmates 
it is clear fresh accommodation is becoming urgent, in view of which I 
think no time should ho lost in carrying out the plans submitted to the 
Board by its architect, Mr. Deane, and which appear to possess great 
merit in details. At the same time the ground proposed by a resolution 
of the Governors on 17th April to bo taken might be included in the 
application to the Lord Lieutenant in council for his sanction, and for 
an advancement of a loan from tlio Treasury on the liberal conditions 
granted, namely — the principal bearing no interest, and the payment 
extending over fourteen years. As I have already referred to the great 
advantage and economy of enlarging the farm, awl as the Board is fully 
aware of the facts, it is needless to dwell on them. 

On my inspection I found the establishment in its usual satisfactory 
condition — clean, orderly, and well ventilated. Tho patients themselves 
indicating by their quietude and general appearance the care bestowed 
on them j out of tho total (274) three only are confined to bed from 
bodily illness. The outer concerns, olliees, and farm are in good order, 
and the grounds well cultivated, and I cannot but think that to the 
steward great credit is due for tho good crops on the land. The extern 
officers are as usual regular in their visits. 

August 3rd, 1872. 



On my present inspection I find tlioro are 204 patients in the Asylum, 
or one more than on the last day of the preceding year — being fourteen 
in excess of the legitimate accommodation, inclusive of the infirmaries, 
which are now converted to the general accommodation. In the course 
of tho .twelvemonth now about to expire there lias been a fluctuation of 
fifteen inmates, tho largest number being 275, or oil tho whole 29 in 
excess. It is a mere question of time, but I am convinced under these 
circumstances that the Asylum will require an early enlargement. The 
general condition of the house is highly satisfactory, I examined it in 
detail ; tho various apartments are maintained with a due regard to 
cleanliness, warmth, good order, and ventilation. The bedding is good 
and ample, and the patients themselves as .a body respectably clad. The 
cooking apparatus requires renovation \ on my return to Dublin I shall 
inquire into the working of that at the Itiehmond Asylum, as also at 
Dimdrum. Dr. M‘Munn mentioned to me that it is proposed to 
purchase new locks, some fifty or sixty, at about 28s. each, this appears 
a large outhiy and which possibly might bo obviated in a great measure 
by the exercise of a systematic supervision, the night watch at each 
side relocking, and the head attendant by day, at three hours interval.

Waterford. 

As usual I have to report most favourably on the general condition of 
this Asylum ; nothing can exceed the neatness and cleanliness that pervades 
the entire establishment. Tliero are at present 195 inmates on the 
books, of whom 138 are usefully employed. The sanitary state of the 
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patients is most satisfactory, there being only two males confined to bed. 
There are none under restraint or in confinement. I beg- to suggest for 
the consideration of tlie Governors, the great advantage it would be to 
the working of the institution of separating the duties of clerk and 
store-keeper as recommended by the Grand Jury and Auditor. 

May 22nd, 1S72. 



Ou my present inspection of the Waterford District Asylum, the 
various apartments of which I minutely examined, the institution 
appeared to me to be in a highly satisfactory state, and the patients as 
heretofore carefully, kindly, and judiciously treated. This is the more 
agreeable, as it indicates the Avatchfulness of the staff in the absence of 
a medical superintendent. The various day-rooms, dormitories, and 
corridors are clean, orderly, and well ventilated, while of the total 
inmates under treatment, 102 males and 108 females, one man and one 
woman only are confined to bed by bodily indisposition, none being 
under any semblance of mechanical restraint. 

On perusing the reports of the county and city Grand Juries at the 
last summer assizes, I fully concur in the opinion so clearly expressed 
by them in regard to the limited accommodation in this otherwise most 
praiseworthy institution. As to the kitchen and laundry they most 
certainly are far too small for the requirements of the house, constructed 
as they were for the use of 100 patients, while at present there are more 
than double the number under treatment. I would urge upon the Board 
of Governors tlie remarks of the Grand J ury, in order that it might take 
early action thereon. The female divisions are overcrowded. I think 
provision for about twenty-five beds should be made at the south-eastern 
wing. With respect to the male side a question arises as to how far the 
lodge on the recently purchased land might not be rendered available for 
at least sixteen quiet, harmless, and demented lunatics, as a dormitory m 
which they could he under the care of two steady attendants.

On my inspection of the Waterford Lunatic Asylum tins day I feel 
happy in being able to state that I found every part of the institution in 
the same creditable state as to order, cleanliness, and ventilation, as when 
Dr. M'Cabe was in charge; an open drain is required m the iernale 
refractory airing court, same as on male side. Gas is also much wanted 
in the institution. The laundry and kitchen are too small for the numbei 
of patients, besides being very defective, the laundry in particular.
